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A SKIRMISH OVER THE CHARTER 
AMENDMENTS. 
REPUBLICANS IN THE ASSEMBLY RALLIED BY 
ROOSEVELT AND HOWE-—GIVE THE 

TAXPAYERS A CHANCE TO BE HEARD. 

ALBANY, March 29.—There was a skir- 
mish between the Republicans and Democrats in 
the Assembly to-day over the proposed char- 
ter amendments that will have the effect of 
drawing the uttention of the citizens of New- 
York more closely to the Democratic scheme 
to grasp their local Government. Messrs. 
Roosevelt and Howe rallied the Republicans, 
end Col. Murphy led the representatives of 
Tammany and Irving Halls and the County 
Democracy. It was the desire of the New- 
York Democrats to avoid, if possible, any 
public discussion on these amendments 
until they were quite ready to rush 
them through. They forgot to apply the gag 
soon enough, however, relying upon the want 
of watchfulness which has occasionally been 
sxhibited by the minority. The House was 
reviewing reports of committees, and Col. Mur- 
ghy’s Cities Committee reported the amend- 
ments sent to Albany yesterday. Their im- 
portance was quite sufficient to warrant a 
hearing being given the citizens of New-York, 
but the Democrats were unwilling to grant 
aves is small concession. Col. Murphy im- 
“mediately moved to make the amendments the 
special order for Thursday next. 

Mr. Roosevelt was quickly on his feet, and 
he moved to amend by recommitting them to 
the Cities Committee for the purpose of giving 
the taxpayers a chance to be heard. The 
amendments, he said, had been ingeniously 
prepared, and they left out the one important 
thing that would be of any value in providing 
ag government for the City of New- 
York. Instead of allowing the Mayor to ap- 
point the heads of the proposed commissions 
without interference, the Board of Aldermen 
was lugged in and given the power to confirm 
his appointments. The amendments provided 
for exactly the same kind of nomina- 
tions which Mayor Edson had made 
during the past three months, and which 
had subjec the Mayor to so much adverse 
criticism. Under such amendments the spec- 
tacle would be again presented of the locai 
leaders dividing the spoils, and compelling the 
creatures that composed the Aldermanic 
Board to give assent to the division. Un- 
limited responsibility and power such as had 
been conferred upon the Brooklyn Mayor 
could not possibly be secured under such a 
roposed form of law. The people who had 
fiean demanding a reform charter would recog- 
nize that this was a sham, and would rise up 
and denounce it as the most farcical travesty 
on home rule and good local government 
that had been ever exhibited to them. It 
would practically perpetuate the power of the 
men who were responsible for the misdeeds of 
the last few years. The most radical objection 
was to be found in the clause which not only 
conferred the confirming power upon the Al- 
dermen, but lengthened their term of office, 
and, as all the experience of the past had 
shown, the Mayor was a mere puppet in the 
bands of such men. 

Mr. Howe vigorously opposed the motion of 
Col. Murphy as being against the sentiment of 
the best citizens of both parties in New-York. 
It was of vital interest to them that there 
should be a hearing on these amendments, and 
that thev should be fully discussed in commit- 
tee and in public by those who were qualified 
to speak on so important a subject. These 
amendments constituted certainly the most 
important measure that has been presented 
this Winter. They embodied all the features 
of the Edson and other amendments that had 
been denounced bv the citizens as objection- 
able, while all the good features of those 
amendments had been stricken out. The amend- 
ments as they now stood seemed to him to be 
about as bad as they could be. Mr. Howe pre- 
dicted that there would bean uprising of the 
Independent citizens in New-York against this 
shameful act and against the volitical party 
that dared to support it. 

The editor from Ulster, Mr. Benedict, piped 
slay that was intended to glorify the Demo- 
cratic Party. and then denounced the Repub- 
licans for daring to maintain that these amend- 
ments were notin the nature of Democratic 
home rule and excellent local government. 
The editor lashed himself into a fury as he de- 
scribed the wickedness and what he called the 
incapacity of the Republican Party. Then he 
moved to apply the gag, but the country Dem- 
ocrats hesitating about coming to his support 
the motion was lost. 

Mr. House, of New-York, alluded to Mr. 
Benedict’s effort as a hydrophobic display 
that placed neither him nor the Democratic 
Party in avery enviable light before the In- 
fependent voters. Of the charter amend- 
ments proposed by the Democrats, he could 
oniy say that they conferred so little benefit 
thet it would become a question whether the 
City had not better retain her present charter, 
objectionable as many of its features might be. 

ol. Murphy applied the gag with better 
success than did the editor, such eminently 
respectable Democrats as Brooks, Benedict, 
Haggerty, and Cary mutely rising and voting 
in favor of the gag in company with the min- 
ions of the New-York Democracy. It wasa 
union of elements that made respectability 
shrink at the contact. The motion to recom- 
mit was lost by a party vote, and this monu- 
ment of Democratic home rule was made a 
special order by the same party vote of 39

A HIGH LICENSE BILL DEFEATED. 
REPORTED UNFAVORABLY AND THE ASSEM- 
BLY ACCEPTS THE REPORT. 
ALBANY, March 29.—A movement in the 
direction of some more reasonable legislation 
upon excise matters was defeated by the coun- 
try members of the House to-day. The In- 
ternal Affairs Committee had reported unfa- 
vorably upon a bill of Mr. Roosevelt’s having 
the high license features which have been 
found to work so admirably in Nebraska. The 
. . a , 
committee had been divided upon the report, 
the Chairman, Jefferson Thompson, and three 
Republicans being in favor of reporting 
the bill favorably. They had been over- 
ruled, however, by five Democratic 
votes in committee. Mr. Roosevelt 
called upon the House to disagree with the re- 
port and to bring the bili into Committee of 
the Whole, where it could be discussed and ites 
merits pointed out. He believes that a high 
license law such as this would solve the auestion 
on which the temperance people and the 
ligquor-dealers were so strongly arrayed against 
each other. He had received froin the Gov- 
ernor of Nebraska a letter certifying to the 
excellent results of the high license law now 
enforced in that State, and showing how favor- 
able the statistics were when compared with 
the statistics of prohibition States. As proposed 
by this bill in cities of less than 50,000 popula- 
tion the prices of liquor licenses were fixed at 
$250 and of beer licenses at $125, In cities of 
reater vopulation $500 was fixed for the 
iquor licenses and $250 for the beer licenses 
Mr. Roosevelt called upon those whwo favored 
affording relief to the State on this most vexed 
excise question to aid him in getting the bill 
into committee, where it could be discussed. 

Mr. “Tim” Campbell immediately took the 

floor against this proposition. The House had 
already passed an Excise bill, and there wasa 
possibility of the Senate indorsing it. The bill 
to which Mr. Campbell referred is the one that 
has attracted such general criticism and de- 
nunciation as a ‘free rum bill.” Of course, 
Mr. Campbell and his Democratic associates 
were unwilling that any other form of excise 
legislation should be adopted than that which 
they had framed themselves. The yeas and 
nays on Mr. Roosevelt's motion were obtained 
with the following result, Democrats in roman 
and Republicans in italtes :

Mr. Boynton, of Essex, was excused from 
voting.

The State Prison Committee again reported 
unfavorably a Bourbon measure affecting the 
prisons. It was intended to abolish the con- 
tract system and to tax the State for the sup- 

ort of convicts in idjeness. Mr. Tavlor, of 

rooklyn, who has chosen to ally himself with 
Tammany Hallon all these measures, moved 
to disagree with the report of the committee 
and to order the bill into Committee of the 
Whole. ‘‘ Yes,’’ declared Spinola, ‘* we want 
to cut off this contract system entirely.” The 
motion was carried. Many of the Democrats, 
however, who saw the folly which their party 
is bringing upon itself. voting in the negative. 

A measure of great importance to the 
mutual benefit associations and fraternal so- 
cieties of the State, known as the Farrar bill, 
was ordered by the House toa third reading. 
“The present law,” explained Major Farrar 
as he arose to urge this disposition of the bill, 
‘is insufficient to meet the requirements of 
the rapidly increasing business of these co- 
operative insurance companies. Thousands of 
persons throughout the State are concerned, 
and have importuned this Legislature to pass 
this improved meastre.””’ The Senate has 
aiready passed the bill. The Judiciary Com- 
mittee revorted unfavorebly the bill relative 
to the expenses incurred in the O’Gorman-Ar- 
noux suit. Mr. Miller claimed that it was 
proper for these expenses to be assumed by 
the public Treasury, but failed to induce the 
house to disagree with the report. 

At the request of the Council of Political 
Reform Mr. Roosevelt introduced a bill giv- 
ing the Mayor the appointment and the Gov- 
ernor the confirmation of three citizen tax- 
payers who shall have charge of the building 
of the Croton aqueduct. The Mayor and Con- 
troller are required to co-operate with them in 
the work. W. H. Thompson has introduced a 
bill establishing a free evening military school 
in New-York. The House refused to make the 
amended charter of the Broadway Under- 
ground Railroad a special order for one day 
next week. The amendments were favorably 
reported this morning by the Cities Com- 
mittee. 

The Penal Code was ordered to a third read- 
ing to-night, without the amendments that 
were adopted in Committee of the Whole. 
The friends of the fishermen will have to rally 
all their forces if they expect to insert an 
amendment legalizing fishing on the Sabbath. 

The Contested Elections Committee reported 
unanimously in favor of giving Mr. David 
Lindsay, of Kings, the seat which R, E. Con- 
nojly has been contesting, and Mr. Lindsay 
was awarded his seat by the House. 

Tbe Bourbons returned again to the subject 
of State prisons this evening long enough to 
bave all the bills relating to this subject and 
the report of the State Prison Investigating 
Committee made a special order for Tuesday 
next. 

The bill recommended by Gov. Cornell’s 
Tax Commission levying a tax of 1 per cent. 
on bonds issued hereafter by corporations or- 
ganized under the laws of this State, and of 
5 per cent. on collateral inheritances, was or- 
dered to a third reading, after being amended 
in the latter particular so as to exclude re- 
ligious, benevolent, and educational institu- 
tions from its operation. 
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ROUTINE WORK IN THE SENATE. 
DISCUSSION ON THE BILL EQUALIZING THE 

SALARIES OF POLICEMEN AND FIREMEN. 

Aupany, March 29.—The Senate did a 
good deal of routine business to-day, but no 
decisive action was taken on any important 
bill. There wasalong discussion on the As- 
sembly bill to equalize the salaries of police- 
men and firemen in New-York. Mr. Grady 
explained the bill and advocated its passage. 
He said it ‘was designed to do equal justice and 
give equal compensation to men who per- 
formed the same duty. As the law stood now 


one policeman or fireman got $800, another 
€900, and another $1,200, while they all did 
precisely the same work. There was nothing 
partisan in the bill, for the policemen and fire- 
men included men of all parties. 

Mr. Daly was doubtful about the propriety 
ot passing such a bill. Its effect would be to 
impose an additional tax of $500,000 a year 
upon the people of New-York City. This was 
one of those functions that ought to be left to 
the local authorities and not to the Legislature. 

Mr. Grady said that as the law now stood 
the local authorities bad no power over the 
salaries of policemen or firemen, and hence the 
necessity of coming to the Legislature. 

Mr. McCarthy opposed the bill and alluded 
to the ‘*public burdens” act of 1880, by the 
provisions of which the salaries of the police- 
men and firemen were reduced. That act was 
pos in response to a demand from the over- 

urdened tax-payers of New-York, and after 
an exhaustive investigation bya Legislative 
committee, of which he was a member. Meas- 
ures for the relief of New-York tax-payers 
were constantly coming before the Legislature, 
and they were always met here by a powerful 
and interested lobby, who generally got the 
best of the tax-payers. Owing to the peculiar 
combination and alliance that had existed for 
years past between the politicians and place- 
hunters of both political parties in New-York, 
it was almost impossible to get any measure 
through the Legislature to lessen the burdens 
of the tax-payers or to curtail the emoluments 
of the office-holders. The Government of that 
City had been run for many years past, and is 
now run, as a political machine, and he saw 
little prospect of improving its condition until 
the peopie themselves, who are not politicians, 
are aroused to the necessity of managing their 
own affairs. 

Mr. Ellsworth expressed doubts of the 
constitutionality of the bill, and alluded to 
the objections urged against a similar bill last 
year by Gov. Cornell. 

Mr. Daly finally moved to recommit the 
bill to the Cities Committee, with instructions 
to perfect itand amend those provisions that 
muy be of doubtful constitutionality. This 
was agreed to and the bill was sent back to 
the committee. 

The bill to authorize the construction 
of additional free baths in New-York 
was passed. The Judiciary Committee 
reported favorably the bill to  estab- 
lish a State Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
The following bills were read a third time 
and passed: Act requiring the State to pay 
the expense of the litigation growing out of 
the uncertainty of the law as to the term of 
otiice of Surrogate Calvin. The litigation hav- 
ing been caused by an erroneous opinion of the 
Attorney-General, which was subsequently 
overruled by the Court of Appeals, it was 
agreed by a majority of the Senators that the 
State ought to pay the expense of it. 

Mr. Boyd oifered a resolution discharging 
the Judiciary Committee from further con- 
sideration of bis bill making the County Clerk 
of New-York a salaried officer and requiring 
the fees of the office to be paid into the City 
Treasury. Mr. Fitzgerald oppdsed the resolu- 
tion, and said there was to be a hearing on the 
bill to-day. He continued his remarks in 
opposition until the bour of adjournment 
arrived, anda vote on the resolution was pre- 
vented.

REGULATING ELEVATORS’ CHARGES. 
THE SENATE CANAL COMMITTEE AGREE TO 
REPORT THE ELEVATOR BILL. 

Anpany, March 29.—The Canal Commit- 
tee of the Senate agreed this evening by a vote 
of 4 to 2 to report the bill to regulate the 
cbarges of grain elevators. The two Senators 
dissenting were Titus, of Buffalo, and Brown- 
ing, of New-York. Mr. Titus represents the 


elevator interest of Buffalo, which seeks to 
gobble up the advantages that were supposed 
to result to the commerce of the State from 


free canals. He was the leading advocate of 
free canals last Winter, and was then reminded 
by Senators who opposed the free canal 
amendment that the people would get very lit- 
tle benefit from it unless it was accompanied 
by legislation that should break up the eleva- 
tor combination at Buffalo. Mr. Titus then 
promised to favor special legislation for that 

urpose. There are 36 elevators in Buffalo, 
but only from 9 to 12 are used in doing the 
work required at that port, and by a conspir- 
acy or combination among the owners of those 
elevators they manage to pay a dividend on 
the capital invested in all of them, which is 
said to be between $8,000,000 and $1,000,000, 

The Assembly bill, which is substantially 
indorsed by the Senate committee, will 
probably pass to-morrow, and the fizht will 
then be transferred to the Senate. A power- 
ful lobby is behind the elevator interest, and 
will bring all its resources of argument and 
bribery to prevent the bill going to the Gov- 
ernor. No sensible men had reason to expect 
that the advantages which were predicted to 
follow free canals would ever be realized in 
apy event, but unless something is done to 
break up the elevator combination the dreams 
of the free canallers will prove to be worse 
than a delusion. 


THE PROPOSED NEW AQUEDUCT.

MAYOR EDSON EXPLAINS THE DALY BILL 
TO THE SENATE CITIES COMMITTEE. 

ALBANY, March 29.—Mayor Edson, of New- 
York, aecompanied by Corporation Counsel An- 
drews, the Hon. Orlando B. Potter, and Huch N. 
Camp, arrived here this afternoon and were given 
a hearing by the Senate Committee on Cities on 
Senator Daly’s bill providing for a new Croton ac- 
queduct. Mayor Edson began the discussion, pref- 
acing his remarks with the statement that he was 
accompanied by two members of the Water Com- 
mission, who would explain the proposed 
improvement more fully than he could. 
Mayor Edson said that the citizens of 
New-York imperatively demanded an additional 
supply of water and nothing was more absolutely 
necessary. The bill presented by Senator Daly, he 
said, was drawn at the instance of the Water Com- 
missioners, by the Corporation Counsel, and he 
(Edson) had offered suggestions. Since the bill was 


presented to the Legislature the Mayor said he had 
examined it wore critically and would now sug- 
gest some modifications. The bill now provides that 
the Mayor, Controller, President of the Tax Com- 
mission, President of the Board of Aldermen, and 
Commissioner of Public Works, end two citizens 
to be nominated by the Mayor shall constitute the 
Board of Aqueduct Commissioners. As the of- 
ficials have vast responsibilities and duties the 
Mayor favored a commission consisting of 
the Commissioner of Public Works and four 
citizens and the Mayor and Controller ex officio. 
The Department of Public Works would be neces- 
sarily the executive arm of the work on aceount of 
its vast machinery and corps of engineers. The 
Hon. Orlando B. Potter said that’ the Mayor’s 
Water Commission was now preparing several 
amendments to the bills. In his opinion there 
should be a responsible and continuous power 
vested in the proposed aqueduct commission. 
Mr. Potter outlined the proposed amendments 
and said that the people of New-York would hold 
the citizen members of the commission responsi- 
ble for the proper conduct of the work. The Com- 
missioner of Pablic Works would be the main arm 
of the undertaking and should be a member of the 
commission. Mr. Potter claimed that the people 
of New-York City favored the proposition that the 
Mayor should appoint the commission and that the 
Legislature could decide whether there should 
be any confirmatory power. He favored the 
adoption of a provision whereby lands needed 
could be taken without unnecessary delay, as the 
interests of the people demand that the work 
should be prosecuted rapidly. Unless some such 
Hately is inserted in the bill it would take per- 

aps three years to acquire titles, and added to the 
three years that it would take to complete the 
work, would be more time than the citizens of 
New-York can afford to wait. Mr. Potter said 
that anew amendment proposed by the Water 
Comission provided that the four Commissioners 
to be appointed by the Mayor shall be residents 
of the State and tax-payers in New-York City. 
Another throws the responsibility for a proper 
performance of the work on the aqueduct upon 
the Commissioner of Public Works. 

Senator McCarthy said he hed often heard Mr. 
Potter on measures before,and knew he took 
quite an interest in retrenchment and reform. 
For that reason he desired to know if a non-par- 
tisan commission would not be practicable. Mr. 
Potter answered by saying that it was well under- 
stood that the commission to be appointed by the 
Mayor would be of the highest character and en- 
tirely separated from politics 

Corporation Counsel Andrews detailed the man- 
ner under which he came to draw up the Daly bill. 
As the law offieer of the City Gevernment 
he was called upon to embody the sug- 
gestions of the Water Commission, but 
since then ethe commission had met and 
agreed upon several amendments which would be 
sentto the Legislature when properly arranged. 
One of the new amendments relates to the acquir- 
ing of lands. It provides for the appointment 
by the Second Judicial District Court of three 
Commissioners, who shall hear and determine all 
claims for landstaken by the Aqueduct Commis- 
sioners and report tothe court. This will fairly 
protect the rights of property-owners. 

Senator McCarthy said with all due respect to 
the Mayor’s good judgment he thought that the 
Commissioners should be named in the bill. 

Senator McCarthy inquired what salary it was 
proposed to give the Commissioners. 

Mr. Potter (consulting Mayor Edson)—Eight 
thousand dollars per annum. 

Senator Grady thought that Senator McCarthy’s 
suggestion that the Mayor name the Commission- 
ers in the bill was open to objection In his opin- 
ion the better way was to leave the appointing 
; ower in the hands of the Mayor. Senators Grady 
and McCarthy both debated the feasibility of the 
suggestion. Senator McCarthy then inquired what 
the Water Commissioners estimated would be the 
cost. Mr. Potter answered that the aqueduct 
would cost about $500,000 per mile. and the reser- 
voir and dams about $5,000,000, thus making the er- 
tire cost about $18,000.000, or. perhaps, more. 
Whether it cost $18,000,000 or $25,000,000, he said, 
the people of New-York demanded it. 
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THE BRAIDWOOD MINE VICTIMS. 
CuicaGo, March 29.—Dispairing of over- 
coming the obstructions in the Braidwood mine 
which now make it difficult to search forthe re- 
maining bodies,a correspondent states that the 
owners are considering a proposition to close and 
abandon the mine and erect over the entrance a 


monument to the memory of those entombed. 
This suggestion is opposed by the friends of the 
dead men. No additional progress was made up 
to late last night in clearing away the débris. No 
definite action has yet been taken in regard to the 
stopping of the search for the dead bodies of the 
miners. A committee will be appointed to visit 
the families of those yet in the mine and see if 
some definite arrangements can be made with 
them. If they will agree to it the work will at 
once be stopped and the mine closed. The search 
still progresses, but without any bodies being dis- 
covered. The passageway has been cleared about 
150 yards. and the exploring party are stil! at 
work. About 2,900 tons of stone were removed 
yesterday, and itis estimated that there will re- 
main about 6,000 car-ioads of matter weighing 12,- 
000,000 pounds.

HERMAN NIEMAN’S SUICIDE. 

POTTSVILLE, Penn., March 29.—In making 
an examination of the accounts and private letters 
of Herman Nieman, the St. Louis suicide, this 
morning, an important letter was unearthed, the 
contents of which the family refuse to make public 
to-day. In this letter was a package of bonds and 
a hundred-doilar note, which it is understood were 
to make good an overdraft on his father’s estate, 
of which he was the Executor. It has also been 
Jearned that it was his request to be interred in the 
family lot at the Odd-fellows’ Cemetery. A com- 
Dlication, however, has now arisen which will 
probadly interfere with the carrving out of this 
programme, and it is believed the cemetery author- 
ities will refuse to allow his body to be buried 
there. His intended bride has been requested not 
to attend his funeral to-morrow. Nieman was a 

rominent member of the Muasenic order and will 

eo buried with the service of that order.

ARREST OF IRISH DYNAMITE CON- 
SPIRATORS. 

A BOX OF NITRO-GLYCERINE AND INFERNAL 
MACHINES CAPTURED—THE ALLEGED 
ASSAULT ON LADY FLORENCE DIXIE. 

LiverPoot, March 29.—A man who car- 
ried a box containing explosives and infernal 
machines has been arrested here. He had just 
arrived from Cork. An Irish railway porter, 
supposed to be an accomplice, has also been 
taken into custody. The explosive material 
contained in the box was nitro-glycerine. The 
infernal machines, on being examined, were 
found to be most cunnimgly devised. The ar- 
rest of the railway porter occurred at St. 


Helen’s. The Police are certain that the two 
prisoners are confederates. The passengers by 
tae Cork boats have been carefully scrutinized 
for several days. 

Lonpon, March 29.—The statement that 
Minister Lowell will not intercede in the case 
of Michael Boyton, who was arrested at Kil- 
dare on Tuesday, was made by the Dublin 
correspondent of the Standard, and is an in- 
ference drawn from the fact that it has been 
previously proved that Boyton is not an Amer- 
ican citizen. 

In the House of Commons this: afternoon 
Sir William Harcourt, Homo Secretary, in 
reply to questions asked by Capt. O'Shea, 
Member for Clare, said the inquiry by the 
Police into the alleged attack upon Lady Flor- 
ence Dixie had been futile. He confirmed the 
statement that a man carrying a box contain- 
ing explosives had been arrested at Liver- 
pool, but declined to give any details in regard 
to the affair. 

DUBLIN, March 29.—Miss Anna Parnell, in 
aletter to the Freeman’s Journal, says she 
deubts that Mr. Patrick Egan made the state- 
ments relative to the affairs of the Ladies’ 
Land League as contained in the interview 
with Mr. Egan printed in the New-York news- 
papers on the 14th inst. 

Cork, March 29.—An American named 
Featherston anda man named O’Herlihy, a 
Parnellite, have been arrested here, charged 
with conspiracy to murder. It is supposed 
that they are connected with the man who 
was arrested at Liverpool to-day on his 
arrival from this city. A man named Car- 
mody, a plasterer, has also been arrested. 
The Police are searching for another 
person who has fled. Documents were found 
upon O’Herlihy. The arrests are believed to 
be due to information given by the man 
arrested at Liverpool. The Post Office here 
is occupied by a force of Police, as threats 
have been made to blow up the building. 

MARYBOROUGH, March 29.—David Whelan, 
an informer, was shot dead here to-day. One 
arrest was made.

CANTERBURY, March 29.—The enthronement 
of the Right Rev. Edward W. Benson as 
Archbishop of Canterbury took place here to- 
day witb appropriate ceremonies. The Bishop 
of Long Island, United States, and the Bishop 
of Saskatchewan, HBritish North America, 
were present. ‘the traditional enthronement 
ceremonies were observed. There was a dense 
crowd of people in the cathedral. The Duke 
of Edinburgh, representatives of Oxford and 
Cambridge Universities, and a great concourse 
of clergymen were present. 

PrestH, March 29.—Count von Majlath von 
Szekhely, President of the Court of Cassation, 
has been found murdered at his residence at 
Ofen. He had been strangled and his tongue 
cut out. His hands were bound tightly to- 
gether with ropes. The body was lying on the 
bed in the Count’s room, but the bedclothes 
had not been disturbed, and the Count was not 
undressed. A thin rope was hanging from a 
window of the apartment to the street below. 
Tbe Count’s house had been robbed by the 
murderers, A hussar who was stationed at 
Count von Majlath von Szekbely’s residence 
has been arrested on suspicion of being the 
murderer of the Count. 

BERLIN, March 24.—The German artists 
have petitioned the Government to intercede 
with the United States Government regarding 
the increased tariff on objects of art. 

Prince Bismarck is suffering from neuralgia, 
both sides of his face being effected. His con- 
dition is not improving, and he is compelied 
to matinain a recumbent position.

PHILIPPOPOLIS, March 29.—The outbreak 
of the inhabitants of Carlova and neighbor- 
ing towns, who rebelled against the importa- 
tion of foreign woollen thread, has been sup- 
pressed. Twenty-five arrests were made in 
connection with the affair. 

CATANIA, March 29.—The craters of Mount 
Etna are again in a state of activity.

Rome. March 29.—The recent speech of 
Signor Mancini, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
in the Chamber of Deputies, in regard to the 
existing relations between JItalv, Ger- 
many, and Austria, is believed to 
refer to a defensive triple alliance 
against France, with whom all agreed 
to endeavor to maintain friendship.

MR. ROBESON’S ASPIRATIONS.

THE DEFEATED CONGRESSMAN WORKING 


FOR THE POSTMASTER-GENERALSHIP. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 29.—The report that 
George M. Robeson is intriguing for the vacant 
place in President Arthur’s Cabinet is confirmed 
by the statement of many of Robeson’s friends in 
Camden that his case will be presented in an unex- 
pected lightand under circumstances calculated 
to give it the greatest strength with the 
President. Surprisimg as the statement may ap- 
pear, it was asserted to-day by politicians claiming 
to know that a basis of peace had been 
established upon which Senator Sewell and 
the ex-Naval Secretary could satisfaeto- 
rily meet. It has been war to the knife 
between them since the tormer defeated the 


latter for the United States Senate about two years 
ago. Robeson is also said to charge kis recent 
Congressional defeat to the Senator. This bitter 
feeling was intensified in the recent Camden 
Mayoralty campaign, the friends of the 
Republican candidate for Mayor claiming 
that he was slaughcered because he was 
a Sewell man. Disinterested persons say that this 
war between the leaders has so divided the party 
in the State that no man of the proper quality can 
be secured to accept the Republican nomination 
for Governor next year, as there is a well- 
grounded fear that the nominee would 
be slaughtered by the followers of one or the other 
of the Camden statesmen. It is asserted that if 
this crue) war were over the State might be 
earried by the Republicans for Governor 
next year and for the Presidential ticket in 
1884. It 1s alleged that this view of the situation was 
presented to Robeson and to Jewell, and its glit- 
tering probabilities urged upon them as sufficient 
inducement for a deciaration of peace and a united 
effort to make Robeson Postmaster-General, with 
an understanding that in the distribution of the 
patronage the Senator’s friends should receive 
every reasonable consideration. 

Whatever may be thought of the scheme else- 
where, in certain circles in New-Jersey there is the 
strongest belief that the leaders have buried the 
hatchet temporarily, at least, and many of the 
friends of Robeson are confident that the 
star of his destiny is again in the as- 
cendant. They argue that the well-known 
antipathy of Chandler and Hatton for each other 
will kill off the firstassistant on the one hand, and 
Chandler’s man—Kasson—on the other. They 
think that if Robeson was good enoagh for 
Grant he will not be objectionable to 
Arthur; but on the contrary, as he is not wedded to 
any chief for President, he would be a handy man 
to have in the House whenever Mr. Ar- 
thur might find it conyenient to check up 
in his favor the electoral vote New-Jer- 
sey. They have another argument on 
which they lay great stress. “The President is a 
practical politician,’ they say, “and he wants a 
second term. The vamby-pamby fellow can’t 
giveittohim. To get it he must put politicians 
at the head of the departments where the patron- 
age is generous. That’s the case, and if heis wise 
he'll decide that Robeson is the man.”

PHILADELPHIA, March 29.—A stabbing af- 
fair that occurred several days ago came to public 
notice to-day. The little victim, Harry Smith by 
name, who is only 10 years old, lives with his 
parents on Garnet-street. The parentsand friends 
of all the persons interested, with tne co-operation 
of the Police, determined to keep the affair from 
the public.

when some boys began to annoy two little girls. 
A boy named Brown interfered to protect them, 
when another boy, James Gravenstine, 12 
years old, appeared and attacked young Brown 
for his interference.

CHURCH TROUBLES HARMONIZED. 


THE POUGHKEEPSIE BAPTIST CONGREGATION 
SETTLE THEIR DIFFERENCES. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, March 29.—There was a 
very large meeting of the cengregation of the 
Baptist church this evening to consider the recent 
troubles in the ehurch relative to the forced resigna- 
tion of the Rev. Roland D. Grant, the Pastor. Wil- 
lard Dean, of Vassar College, who is olerk of the 
chureh, called the meeting to order, and the Rev. 
Dr. Kendrick, who came from New-York to attend 
the meeting. was appointed Chairman. Mr. Dean 
read alettertothe clerk reeiting that when the 


Rev. Roland D. Grant became Pastor of the church, 
“there came an immediate inspiration in every 
department of ehurch work.” The younger 
members felt the new life, and they were fast being 
fitted to fill their places in the church. The Pastor, 
feeling unable to bear the labor, was granted “ six 
months’ freedom from anxiety and care.” In- 
stead of rest from anxiety, however, he 
was “piaced under the most painful and 
cruel burdens by the unwarrantable treatment 
from those he only lived to serve.” The 
processes adopted to secure this end were without 
precedent, and carried outto satisfy a factious 
minority, who, by threats, forced the action upon 
the church in the absence of the Pastor, and, as 
subsequent facts had made only more evident tne 
unfairness of the action, some who had been led in 
the excitement to vote in the affirmative against 
their Pastor made the appeal legal by signing 
their names to resolutions pledging them- 
selves to make such amends to ali con- 
cerned as could at that time be made, trying 
to heal all wounds, and to turn again their 
chureh from an institution of personal criticism to 
its previous united labor of love, and they con- 
ceded that they had acted in“ great and undue 
haste.”” They also proposed to take suck action as 
should bring about a settlement of the differences 
which threatened dismemberment and disaster to 
the chureh, and they promised to ‘‘strive to secure 
the humble, quiet, sweet, and forgiving spirit” 
that should insure the return of sunshine. This 
was signed by E. P. Eldridge, Henry J. Howg-te, 
R. L. Keller, Nelson L. Boice, George Wiley, George 
W. Dayis, and William Ezoch. 

The reading of this letter caused considerable 
stir and a noticeable show of feeling. Isaac Tomp- 
kins, of the Vaily Press, moved that, in the interest 
of harmony, it should be adopted. Prof. Backus, 
of Vassar College, said it was a strange paper, and 
the persons offering it had not done so with 
prayers in their hearts. ‘They didn’t stop 
to pray over it. The Rev. Mr. Kendrick 
who came to pour ofl on the troubled 
waters, complimented both Mr. Tompkinsand Prof. 
Backus for their earnestness. R. E. Lansing de- 
nounced the communication and claimed that its 
adoption would be a disgrace. He moved that it 
be laid upon the table. The Rev. Mr. Kendrick 
spoke in the interest of harmon7. and wanted the 
church reunitec. He said he had labored, as he 
hoped, successfuliy for the church, and did not 
know but that his wife had sacrificed her life for 
it. He had denied himself a great many things, 
and he thought that the adoption of the preamble 
and resolutions would be a direct reflection upon 
the Trustees. He also thought that the church would 
suffer spiritually as well as financially and would 
eventually lose its chapel. The communication 
signed by E. P. Eldridge and others was then 
voted down, a substitute full of harmony and 
Christian love, offered by Dr. Kendrick, being 
adopted instead with only one dissenting voice, af- 
ter which the congregation sang the Doxology and 
Dr. Kendrick pronouneed the benediction, which 
was followed by general handshaking and the con- 
gregation dispersed. The timely arrival of Dr. 
Kendrick and his administration of parliamentary 
law, together with bis pacifying and conservative 
manner, saved the church from a turbulent scene 
which would have rendered it asunder.

TWO COLORED MEN MURDERED. 

Sr. Lovurs, March 29.—A terrible murder is 
reported here from Alton, Ill. Six miles from there 
is anegro settlement, the largest in the county. 
Henry Depugh and Henry Ross, cousins, lived 
there together in a little hut. They were unmar- 
ried. The but is about half a mile f10m any house. 
They were last seen alive on Tuesday afternoon. 
Yesterday morning they were found dead in the 
hut bya neighbor. Ross was lying on the bed, 


with several cuts in his abdomen. Depugch was 
lying on the floor, his brains scattered against the 
side of the hut. His head ard shoulders were ter- 
ribly lacerated, as though he had been killed by a 
sbot from a gun. There was no evidence of a 
struggle on the part of Ross; he was killed while 
sleeping. The hut’s interior was not much dis- 
arranged. Two guns and several otherarticles are 
missing. Itis said that Depugh had money, but 
none was found on the premises. The men were 
evidently murdered, and the position of Ross indi- 
cates that they did not kill each other. Who did 
the deed Isstill a mystery. Both men were honest 
and industrious. Depugh is the sonof the Rev. 
Mr. Depugh, a eolored Baptist preacher. Coroner 
Yonree went to the place und held an inquest, but 
no light was thrown on the tragedy.

FLURRY IN THE OIL MARKET. 
GREAT EXCITEMENT, HIGH PRICES, AND 
LARGE SALES. 

PittspurG, March 29.—The oil market in 
this city closed to-day amid scenes of excitement 
that have rarely been equaled, and never excelled, 
in this loeality. Prices fluctuated so rapidiy as 
completely to carry away the usually level-headed 
brokers during the morning session, and for an 
hour after the second cail hardly any business was 
transacted. The trade was waiting on the Murphy 
well, returns from which were promised before the 
close of the day’s business, and until someting defi- 


nite was known about its capacity no person 
seemed inclined to invest. The morning session 
dragged along wearily, with prices ranging from 94%, 
to 96 cents,.and closing with 9534 cents bia. The 
second call opened in much the same manner, and 
at 1:45 P. M. a sale was made at 95%. At2 
o’clock the announcement was made that the drill 
was down to the first bit and was showing for a 
big well, but hew large eould not be stated. This 
report caused a break immediately to 95 and' 
then to 9434, at 2:20 P. M. re! 
was 8 great deal of excitement during 
this period, and several large ‘blocks of 
oil changed hanas; but this was nothing compared 
with the scenes enacted half an honr later, when 
the well was reported to be a “duster.”” Men who 
had been borrowing money at high rates since the 
last decline in order to carry their oil threw their 
bats into the air, and amid a cheer so furious that 
the sounds were heard two squares awav, they 
crowded around the bull ring. Within five min- 
utes 50,000 bloeks of petroleum that had 
heen dead struck at 94 cents were eagerly 
gobbled up at $1. Every person seemed 
eager to buy. and it is estimated that before 2 
o’elock 1,000,000 barrels changed hands. Then 
came a contradiction of the dispatch that caused 
the boom, and although the buils fought desperate- 
ly, their opponents forced the price back to 97.: 
Then came other dispatches authoritatively contra- 
dicting the last. The reaction that followed ecar- 
ried the price back to 99 cents. at which the day’s 
business closed. Curbstone sales were made this 
evening at $105 and $1 2%. The sales during the 
day ageregated nearly 4,000,000 barrels. ~ 


TITUSVILLE, Penn., March 29.—The oil 
market to-day has been very excited, in conse- 
uence of the opening of the Porcupine well. in 
‘orrest County, north of Balltewn. The condition 
of the well bas been a mystery for the past few 
days. Drilliag was recommenced about 2 o'clock 
this afternoon, and in a few minutes the well was 
flowing at the rate of 1,500 barrels per day.

THE BROOKLYN LIBRARY 


TWENTY-FIFTH ANNUAL MEETING 
OF THE MEMBERS. 

OUTLINES OF THE ANNUAL REPORTS—MORE 
FUNDS REQUIRED TO KEEP. UP THE USE- 
FULNESS OF THE INSTITUTION. 

at the twenty-fifth annual mecting of the 
members of the Brooklyn Library last evening, 
Vice-President A.C, Barnes, who presided, urged the 
need of money to develop the usefulness of that 
institution, and referred to the influence exerted 
on its membership by the influx of cheap reprints 
of English novels which could almost be bought by 
the cartloed for the price of a year’s subscription 
to the library. The Treasurer's report cave the 
total receipts for the year from dues and fees, in- 
vestments, classes, and special donations, $26,644 73, 
and the expenditures fer books, $6,099 26; for peri- 
pdicals, $1,308 88; for binding, $558 61 extraordinary 
repairs and painting, $4,134 39; salaries, $8,236 60: 
fuel and lighting, $1,958 16; janitor and care of 
the building, $1,560 64; miscellaneous, $1,835 39. 
The annual report of the Directors, prepared by 
President W. A. White, reviewed the history of the 
lbrary in an interesting manner and spoke hope- 
fully of its future. It said that the members of the 
board labored to bring before the people of Brook- 
lyn the wants aud necessities of the library and 
the opportunities it offers for public usefulness. 
Their labors have met with partial success, and a 
snbscription list, amounting at present to about 
$80,000. has enabled them to pay off a floating 
debt of $10,000; to pay off the mortgage on the 
two office buildings of $50,000; to devote to the 
parehase ‘of books and repairs of library build- 
ing $10,000, and for the same purpose dur- 
ing the current year there will be further ex- 
pended from $10,000 to $20,000. There is 
also on hand, waiting investment in bond and 
mortgage on Brooklyn property, about $10,000. 
During the year the Trustees received a bequest of 

000 from the estate of the late Mrs. Maria Cary. 

e position of the library in the future may be 
stated as follows: From annual members, esti- 
mating am increase of 10 per cent., $12,000; classes 
and miscellaneous, $400; rentals, income from 
bond an¢ mortgage and ether investment, $6,400, 
making a total of $18,800. Todothe work of the 
‘ibrary adequately some of the expenses will be 
$9,000 for ries, $1,500 for periodicals and news- 
papers, for maintenance of building and furni- 
ture, $1.200 for maintaining branches, Other ex- 
penses for janitor, gas, fuel, &c., easily cover the 
receipts. The report goes on to say that if 
money cannot be obtained for the purchase of 
books $1,500 or $2,000 must be saved by doing 
with one Jess library attendant, by cutting down 
the expenditure for periodicals and newspapers, 
and by giving up the branches, all of which would 
be done at the sacrifice of effieiency and utility. To 
meet the pressing demands made upon the library 
there should be annually invested in books an ad- 
ditional sum of from $5,000 to $8,000. If it should 
prove impossible to raise so large a sum at present, 
an absolute donation of $40,000 or $50,000, to be 
expended, principal and interest, in books, would 
enable the Directors to do what is necessary 
for the mext 10 years. The Directors say 
what they ask for is a modest sum _ in 
comparison with the income enjoyed by kindred 
institutions in other cities. The Astor Library 
represents a total investment of $1,400,000 on the 

of the Astor family, and yet last year a dona- 
tion of $16,000 from one of the family was neces- 
sary in order to buy what books were needed. 

The Boston Public Library spends altogther about 

$125,000 a year. while tne population of Boston is 

jess than that of Brooklyn, and it has the 

Atheneum and a number of other libraries be- 

sides. On Monday last, however, the Boston 

Board of Aldermen voted to buy land costing 

$180,000 on which to erect a new library building, 

for which they further appropriated $450,000. 

To show the deficiencies of Brooklyn in library 
faeilities a table was ziven showing the number of 
volumes contained in the public libraries of all 
kinds in 12 cities as compared with their popula- 
tion. Of these New-York has 704,000 volumes and 
a population of 1,206,000; Brooklyn has 96,000 vol- 
umes and a popuiation of 567,000; Washington,- 
691,000 volumes and a population of 147,000; Bos- 
fon, 653,000 yolumes and a population of 363,000, 
and Philadelphia, 338,000 volumes and a pop- 
ulation of © 847.000. According to this list 
Brookl ranks twelfth in total number 
of volumes, but in percentage of vol- 
ames to population, if all the Northern 
cities were ine/uded, Brooklyn would stand very 
pear the bottom of thelist. It has been said that 
the libraries of a city should contain as many vel- 
ames as it does inhabitants, and many a New-Eng- 
iand town largely exceeds this ratio. The circula- 
tion of the library during the year 1882 was 95,204 
volumes, compared with 92,310 for the year pre- 
vions. The largest number of volumes put into 
cio uiation on any one day was 675 on Jan, 14; the 
stialiest, 145 on Aug. 2. The Directorssay it may be 
fairly claimed that the quality of the books circu- 
lated is equal to that of any library in the country, 
and the volume of circulation is surpassed among 
eubscription libraries by only two orthree. The 
endeavor is madeto keep the quality of fiction in 
the library of a high class; and the Direc- 
tors prefer to err on the side of excluding 
rather than admitting a doubtful book. There 
ss a steady increase in the use of the 
30.000 volumes for reference on the part of 
teachersand classes, clergymen, journalists, and 
professional men generally. Material is being pre- 
pared for the publication of a second volume of 
the catalogue, which will probably be required in 
she next five years. The number of volumes added 
juring the year was 11,184, the whole number of 
rolumes now in the library being 74,793. It is pro- 
posed. to pay especi«l attention in future pur- 
thases to scientific works, both theoretical and 
echnical, especialiy those bearing on manufactur- 
wng industries already estublished in Brooklyn. 
The attendance in the reading-room has mute- 
rially inereased, and the list of periodicals and 
newapapers has been enlarged, special attention 
veing given to those publjisned in large business 
centres South and West and to professional and 
technological journals. During the year 1,018 new 
members were enrolled and 858 subscriptions were 
discontinued, leaving the membership 3,107. 

The library belonging to the Eastern District 
Library Association is gaining in membership 
steadily, but it needs about 10,000 volumes of the 
pest recent literature. A beginning has been 
made in the formation of a musical library. The 
works of the leading classical composers were 
purchased, and some*four and eight hand music 
tor the piano. The report. in conclusion, referred 
© the wish of Mayor Low, recently expressed, 
that the library might some day hecome a free 
public institution, by saying that nothing could be 
wore satistactory to those who had contributed 
w make it what itis than to see its sphere of use 
‘ulness enlarged. Any change, however, should 
be made on a financial basis so strong as to insure 
suceess. The work that the library is already do- 
jng was too valuable to imperil it for any doubtful 
experiment. 

Several addresses followed the reading of the re- 
port. The Rev. Dr. J. B, Thomas spoke of the 
advantage tothe city of such a library being sit- 
uated at a focal centre, and, being a City of 
Homes. Brooklyn should also bea city of leisure 
andstudy. The Doctor referredto the smali num- 
ber of books in the city in proportion toe the num- 
der of its inhabitants, and said-that Brooklyn spent 
$10,000,000 for a bridge, but only a fifth of a million 
‘or books. Rossiter W. Raymond paid a warm 
tribute tothe work of the Librarian, 8. B. Noyes. 
Remarks were also made by Andrew McLean aad 
others.

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CHICAGO MARKET FEATURES. 


PRICES VERY MCOH UNSETTLED, WITH LESS 
ACTIVITY. 


CrEIcaGo, March 29.—The leading produce | 


markets were less ective to day and very much up- 
settled. They were generally stronger early in the 
day, in epite of unsettled weather, and averaged 
quite weak during the last hour of the session. The 
early advance was due to outside buying orders, 
which were supposed to be sent partly in response 
to the news that the Supreme Court of this State 
had ended the July (1882) wheat deal by partially 


sustaining the longs. This was accepted asa sign | 


that shorts will bave to fillor pay, and men who 


are constitutionally disposed to operate on the 
lovg side were naturally strengthened in their 
views. But the fine weather brought out numerous 
sellers of grain, and prices fell off materially 
toward the close, there being a good many long 
faces over the changed aspect of the various deels. 

Provisions were rather quiet ard unsettled 
within not very wide limits. They looked strong 
early, insvympathy with grain, but the strength 
flattened out iater in the session, though the local 
hog market was higher, and Liverpool reported an 
advance of 9d. on Jard aad 6d. on short clears. 
The turningp-oint was dependent on the circula- 
tion of estimates that stocks in the West are 
larger than a year ago, and that the Summer pack- 
ing will show an Increase of 10 to 25 per cent. over 
that of 1882. This increased the number of sellers 
and made buyers hold off. There was a fair ship- 
ping demand for meats, and some were sold 
for export to the Baltic, German ports being 
now closed. Pork advanoed 5 cents, fel] back 15 
cents, and closed 744 cents below the latest prices 
of Wednesday, at $15 32\44for May. Lard improved 
714 cents and lost it, closing tame at $11 45 for May. 
Short ribs closed 244 cents Jower, at $9 95 for May, 
though selling at $10 early in the day, with a cood 
demand for the longer futures. On the afternoon 
call the market was firmer, closing at $18 35 for 
May pork. 

Wheat was quiet and generally firm, advancing 

to % cent, but fell back and closed on ‘Change 
A cent below the latest prices of Wednesday, at 
$1 0514 for April and $1 10% bid for May. The 
British markets were quoted 2d. to 6d, per quarter 
lower on cargoes, but our receipts were very small, 
and there wasa good dea! of news of damage, known 
or supposed, to wheat in the Western States. Some 
correspondents said that the prospect is certainly 
no better than In 1881. This and the report in re- 
gard to the end of the litigatien over the July 
wheat deal encouraged buyers, or rather it scared 
a few shorts into selling, and there was compara- 
tively little wheat on sale till about noon, by whieh 
time buyers had got through. It was also reported 
that the visible supply had decreased during the 
last week about 600,000 bushels besides the nom- 
inal decrease of 500.000 bushels due to the correc- 
tion of erroneous figures in the last statement.

Corn was moderately active and firm early in the 
day, but weak later. The market declined 34 eent, 
then advanced 34 cent, and fell off 136 cents, closing 
leent below the latest prices of Wednesday, at 52 
cents for April and 56% cents for May. Liverpool 
was reported 14d. per. cental higher, and our re- 
ceipts showed a further falling off, while only 
about 50 per cent. passed into the hich grades. 
The small supply of the inferior grades brought 
out a good shipping demand for them, and re- 
jected advanced another cent, but did not keep 
up. The visible supply was reported to have in- 
creased about 1,000,000 bushels during last week, 
but it was supposed that it is now decreasing 
rather sharply, with a let-up in the movement 
from first kands, and this was reason for a brisk 
speculative demand in the early part of the day; 
but the feeling all through was weak as compared 
with wheat, the fine weather being favorable toa 
good wpe reason, while the weaker-kneed 
shorts had previously run to cover, 


THE CHICAGO BOARD SUSTAINED. 


THE SUPREME COURT CANNOT RELIEVE 
OPERATORS FROM THEIR OBLIGATIONS. 
CxurcaGo, March 29.—Information has 

reaehed here that the Supreme Court sitting at 

Springfield has filed an opinion in the case of Les- 

ter and others against the Chicago Board of Trade 

in favor of the latter. The suits, 20 in number, 
grew out of what was known as the July wheat 
corner, the market price for July wheat at the.close 
of that month having reached $136. A large num- 


ber of operators refused to settle at that figure, and 
the amount thus held back is estimated at between 
$2,000,000 and $3,000,000. The matter was taken 
before the Arbitration Committee of the board, 
andthe hearing extended over nearly a month, 
the losing operators urging that the market had 
heen cornered by a elique, and eiting asan in- 
stance the price of cash wheat, The case gained 
additional interest from the fact that it was 
deemeda test one. The Arbitration Committee 
fixed the settling price at $1 35, at which figure 
operators were ordered to make good their differ- 
ences. 

In anticipation of the report of the committee 
the matter was earried into cowrt and the Board 
of Trade was enjoined from attempting to discip- 
line merobers for failure to pay the differences and 
to restrain any action tending to deprive them of 
board membership. The same allegations were 
urged in court to the effect that the market had 
been cornered, and that the transactions were of a 
gambling natare. ‘To this the Board of Trade 
urged no defense, citing the board rules 
a3 sufficient under which to discipline 
board members. The lower court decided 
that members were amenable to the rules of the 
board, and that the court could afford them no re- 
lief from the obligations veluntarily taken in join- 
ing the board. The Supreme Court sustains this 
view. Mr. Armour, who was alleged to have en- 
gineered the supposed corner, said that no defense 
had been urged to the allegation that the market 
had been manipulated so as to definitely settle the 
question whether contracts could be invalidated 
on the board even though the fact of a corner 
was transparent and notorious. Mr. Armour 
seemed elated over the resnit, and declared that it 
made contracts on the board hereafter, of no mat- 
ter what nature, binding, and would cause an end 
to litigation over disputed deals.

AN EX-CUSTOM-HOUSE OFFICER ON TRIAL. 

Henry A. Thorn, formerly a Custom-house 
Examiner, was indicted on a charge of underyalu- 
ing goods consigned to Ziemer & Feldstein, im- 
porters of fowers at No. 494 Broadway, and is on 
trial before Judge Benedict and a jury in the 
United States Circuit Court, Criminal Branch. 
Hight fraudulent invoices, it is alleged, were 
passed for the firm by Thorn, and in one of them 


goodg were appraised at $98 which were worth 
$1.794 72. Samuel Ziemer, the head of the firm, 
testified yesterday that he had been in business 
since 1863. He looked after the importations him- 
self, and was so engaged in March, April, ard the 
firet two weeks in May, 1882, after which his 
brother Henry took charge of the matter. He 
was shown two beoks which he said contained 
copies of the consular invoices. The originals 
ke gave to his brother Louis. The latter testified 
that he was the Custom-house elerk of the firm, 
and he acknowledged the receipt of the consular 
invoices. He speke of a number of invoices as 
having been destroyed by him and Thorn. Those 
that came on the steam-ship Oder were destroyed 
jin a saloon at Broome and Mercer streets on March 
13 and 14, and the witness thought there was no 
one else present besides himseif and Thorn. The 
witness did not destroy the invoice that came by 
the Wieland on May 1. He gave it to Henshaw. a 
clerk of the firm. The witness said he never was 
a member of the firm. He madethe entries at the 
Custom-house in all the cases in which the invoices 
were destroyed. He declined to say whether he 
swore to them, and the question was not pressed 
at that stage. Samuel Ziemar being recalled testi- 
fied that he never saw the invoices of goods xfter 
giving them to his brother Louis. The trial will be 
continued this morning. The Government bas a 
suit against Ziemer & Feldstein to recover $14,000.

IN THE CRIMINAL WORLD. 


MR& SNYDER’S MYSTERIOUS DEATH—BODY 
SNATCHERS SENTENCED— VIOLENT DEEDS. 


PrinapELpHia, March 29.—The Coroner’s 
jury in the ease of Mrs. Alice Snyder, who was 


| found dead at her home yesterday with three in- 


cised wounds en her body, to-day gave a verdict 
of death from pneumonia, hastened by wounds in- 
flieted by some person unknown. The woman's 
husband. who is suspected of having inflicted the 
wounds, was held to await the action of the Dis- 
trict Attorney. 

Judge Fell this afternoon sentenced the men 
who were reeently eonvicted of violating graves 
in the Lebanon Cemetery. Robert Chew was sen- 
tenced to two years’ imprisonment, Levi Chew to 
18 months, McNamee to eight months, and Pillett 
to four months, to date from Des, 15, the time of 
their commitment. 

Another hearing in the Gas Trust Equity suit 
took place this afternoon before the Examiner, 
Robert N. Wilson, Esq. Samuel N. White, the 
Caehier of the trust, was again on the stand, and 
was the only witness examined. Counse! for the 
city examined him very closely in regard to various 
bills, and it was shown that large sums of money 
were spent monthly for years to provide banquets 
for the members of the Gas Trust. A number of 
bills. vouchers, and other papers which, it is said, 
would show the expenditure of large sum: of 
money for improper purposes the witness said had 
mysteriously disappeared, and after thorough 
search eould not be found. 


BurraLo, March 29.— Theodore Wells, 
Cashier for Crosby & Dimick, marine insurance 
agents in this city, is understood to have embez- 
zied a considerable sum of money. A warrant is 
out for bis arrest in which he is charged with em- 
bezzling $1,000. The real sum is said to be ten 
times that x»mount. Wells has a family, but his 
house 1s shut up and none of the family can be 
found. He was well thought of, but is understood 
to have been living beyond his salary. 

In the trial to-day of Thomas Waldron (“ brother 
Frank”) for assault on Hattie Carr,the prosecu- 
tion produced a witness to testify that Waldron 
had attempted a similar outrage on other little 
girls, but the testimony was not received. The de- 
fense then tried to prove that Hattie Carr reeeived 
her injuries from another man. One witness for 
the defense made such contredictory statements 
that it is expeeted his arrest for perjury will be 
ordered. Brother Frank is expected to testify in 
his own defense to-morrow.

MURDERED BY INDIANS. 


JUDGE M’COMAS KILLED—HIS SON CARRIED 
OFF—SERIOUS TROUBLES EXPECTED. 

Tucson, Arizona, March 29.—Judge H, C. 
MeComas and his wife were murdered yesterday 
by Apaches at Thompson Cafion, 18 miles east of 
Lordsburg, New-Mexico. Théir son was with 
them, and it is supposed that he was 
captured. Judge McComas was a member 
of the law firm of McComas & MeKegan, of St. 
Louis. His wife wasasister of Senator Ware, of 


Kansas. It is rumored that the troops and hostiles 
had an engagement in the Whetstone Mountains 
last night, and that the troops were worsted. The 
citizens of Benson held a meeting last nicht. at 
which the inability of the troops as handled 
was set forth, and the Government urged to adopt 
a vigorous policy. 

DENVER, March 29,—A special to the Re- 
publican from Silver City, New-Mexico, says: 
“Judge McComas, of this city. formerly of Hli- 
nois, while en route to Pyramid City with his 
wife and child, was killed by Apaches at Thomp- 
son Cafion, 25 miles north-east of bere. His wife 
and child are prisoners. <A party left here 
this morning to bring in the body. A large 
body of ellizens are now equipping to follow the 
trail and rescue the captives. The soldiers sta- 
tioned at Fort Bayard are all in the field.

BURIAL OF THE LATE MR. HOWE. 


THE LAST CEREMONIES AT GREEN BAY— 
MANY TRIBUTES OF SORROW. 

Green Bay, Wis., March 29.—The train 
bearing the remains of Postmaster-General Howe 
arrived at the Chicago and North-western station 
at 6 o’clock this morning. Attached to the 
train were two Wagner sleepers, occupied 
by the funeral party. A committee from 
the Brown County Bar Association received 
the body, which, being plaeed in a hearse and 
escorted by the committee, was taken to the 
Howe residence, in Main-street. At 10:30 o'clock 
the bells in the city began tolling 67 strokes, 
the age of the deceased, and the casket was 
borre from the house to the hearse in waiting and 
conveyed to the Presbyterian Church. Before 2 
o’cloek, tho hour set for the beginning of the 


funeral exercises, the church was paeked to 
the doors, while several hundred persons who 
were unable to gain admission stood in the 
streets until the concinsion of the services. The 
floral tributes were profuse and magnificent, some 
of the principal pieces being those used at the 
serviees in Kenosha yesterday. The funeral ser- 
vices began at 2 o’cloek with the chant ‘Abide with 
Me,"’ oy the Presbyterian choir. The Rev. L. J. 
White, Pastor of the eburch, offered a brief prayer, 
which was followed by the solo ** Nearer, my God, 
to Thee,” sung tothe air of ‘Robin Adair,” the 
favorite song thesdeceesed, by Mrs. M. 
Db. Kimball, The Rev. H. M. miumons then de- 
livered a very affecting tribute to the life 
and character of the (distinguished states- 
man, embodying substantially the thoughts 
and expressions delivered by him at 
the funeral services in Kenosha. The services at 
the cemetery consisted simply in the reading of 
the Presbyterian burial service by the Rev. L. J. 
White, and a few remarks by the Rev. H. M. Shim- 
mons. 

As the coffin was being lowered into the 
grave Miss Grace Howe, a niece of Judge 
Howe, was overcome by emotion and faint 
ed. She was tenderly cared for, and 
soon recovered. Each ef the pail-bearers 
passed around the grave and dropped a small bou- 
guet on the coffin. The floral decorations at the 
grave were very beautiful and will remain there un- 
til they dry and crumble and mingie with the dust 
of him to whose memory they were grateful trib- 
utes of loving hearts. There were no visitors from 
Washington present, but a large attendance of 
notable men in the State.

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THE PROPOSED AMENDMENTS.

THE DEMOCRATS DELIGHTED, BUT MUCH 
DISSATISFACTION ELSEWHERE. 

Tammany Hall politicians are unanimous in 
the opinion that the proposed amendments to the 
charter are all right, and that they will be adopted. 
“To make the department commissiors single- 
headed,” said a prominent Tammany man, “will 
be to carry out the promises of reform lecisiation 
made by the Democratic Party last Fall. The 
peeple expected these promises to be kept, 
and they will he satisfied with these 


amendments, whieh, you may be sure, will be- 
come law. They will make fewer politieians, be- 
cause there will be fewer Commissioners to make 
places for their friends. Take the Dock Depart- 
ment, for instance, where there are more clerks and 
foremen and engineers, and other officers than there 
are laborers. It would be a good deal better to 
have a single head there, who would have less 
clerks and foremen and more men building docks. 
Tax-payers want to see less money spent 
for salaries for high-salaried officers and more 
money spent for improving the streets. A great 
Geal of money can be saved for improvements if 
he departments are made singls-headed. It is 
ight,” continned the Tammany man, “ to make 
the heads of departments,responsible to the Mayor, 
but it is not right to give the Mayor sole power of 
appointment and dismissal. The Aldermenare the 
direet representatives of the people, and they 
should have the right to confirm the Mayor's nom- 
inees. There should be some sor: of check 
on the Mayor, and the Aldermen should 
be that check.” Another representative Tam- 
mary man, who occupies a judicial positien, 
expressed similar views to the above, and added 
that the Department of Public Works was an ex- 
ample of the efficiency and smooth working of a 
single-headed commission. He believed that the 
Aldermen should net only have the power of con- 
firmation, but that the Mayor should not be al- 
lowed to remove a Commissioner except by the 
consent of two-thirds of the Aldermen after 
charges had been preferred by the Mayor. Other 
Taramany leaders indorsed ‘the amendments as be- 
ing just what the people of this City wanted, and 
all were sure they would be passed by the Legis- 
lature. One leader, however, expressed a slight 
fear that the Governor might conclude to veto the 
amendments, 

Fire Commissioner Van Cott said that, as far as 
the Fire Department was coneerned, he did not 
think that any one man should have the cortrol 
there. When the question of having singie-headed 
departments in this City was first agitated, 
about two yenrs ago, and the Governor 
we & Repubdliean, and the Republican 
arty controlled the Legislature, Mr. Van 
Cott was opposed to the proposed system. Com- 
missioner Purroy had a letter that was written to 
bim two years ago by Commissioner Gorman, in 
which that gentleman said that it would be an out- 
rage to put the ppwerin a single man. One man, 
Mr. Van Cott said, could not attend to all the du- 
ties of the department. If one man were appoint: 
ed as head of the department he would be obliged 
to appoint a number of assistants to help him out. 

Ex-Senator Robert Strahan said that he had not 
been paying close attention to politics of late, but 
from what he ascertained about the proposed 
charter amendments from reading the newspapers 
he would say that it was an attempt of 
the Democrats to seize upon ali the of- 
fices_ while eer had the control of tre 
Legislature. If the City departments were to be 
placed in charge of single heads the present Com- 
missioners ought not to be legislated out of orfice, 
but they ought tobe allowed to remain in office 
until their terms expired. But the Democrats uo- 
doubtedly did not want to await the result of an- 
other election, and wanted to seize al! the offices 
they could get now.

A MURDERESS AWAITING DEATH. 
Winpsor, Vt., March 29.—Mrs, Meaker, 
who is to be hanged to-morrow for the murder of 
her ward, Alice Meaker, has been calm during the 
greater part of the day, but shows signs of weak- 
ening, and it is expected that she will break down 


toward the end. She receiveda letter from her 
son Almon to-day offering his last consolation, and 
urging her to confess, saying that his confession 
made him feel enough better to pay him for the 
pain it cost him to tell it, and that it would be bet- 
ter for her in the next world to make a clean 
hreast of the affair. He said he would lay 
down his life to save her, but that being impossi- 
ble he could only offer her the satisfaction words 
can give. fie expressed the hope that they ‘' will 
meetin the better land beyond, where there is no 
sorrow nor sadness,”’ and closed by saying that he 
is trying to lead a Christian life, and trusting that 
she will be in readiness to meet her Lord.

She claimed 
that all was false, and that Almon’s lies 
had brought her to this, and demanded of him 
why he had done so.

THE CENTRAL AMERICAN REPUBLICS. 

Panama, March 20.—It is now agreed that 
each of the five republics shall send delegates toa 
conferenee or congress, to be held in April or May, 
in some city in Salyador—Ahnachovan and Santa 


Tecia are mentioned. It is very difficult to ascer- 
tain the intentions of the different Governments, 
or whether the delegates will go pledged toa 
special policy or empowered to deliberate calmly 
on general principles, and to determine what ap- 
poars the most fitting pelicy to adopt in order to 
create anew the old confederation. 

President Cardenas, the newly elected President 
of Nicaragua, was duly inaugurated on March 1. 
His Message has produced a most excellent jm- 
pression on all parties from its frank and conollia- 
tory tone respecting both politieal aud ecelesiastt- 
cal matters. 

The Nicaraguan Government has received cable- 
grams requesting it to accept the canal contract 
as modified by the Congress of the United States, 
but has pleaded inability to do so without authori- 
zation from Congress. 

The /orvenir, the oldest paner in the republio, 
declares the modification should not be accepted, 
and that Nicaragua, as a week country, requires 
the safeguirds placed around it by the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty.

One on the right came rapidiy 
forward and seized me by the neck, when by the 
strength of the clutenI felt it was no woman's 
pewer that pulled me down to the ground. In 
enother second I saw the other would-be woman 
ever me, and remember seeing the steel of the 
knife eome straight down upon me, driven by this 
person’s hand. It struck through my clothes and 
ecainst the whalebone of my stays, which turned 
the point, merely grazing the skin. The knife was 
quiekly withdrawn and plunged at me again. I 
seized it with both hands and shouted as loud as I 
could, when the person who first pulled me down 
pushed a large handful of earth into my mouth 
and nearly choked me. Just as the knife was 
wrenched from my hands a‘very big and 
powerful St. Bernard dog I had with me broke 
through the wood, and the last thing I remember 
was seeing the person with the knife pulled back- 
ward by him. Then I heard a confused seurd of 
rumbling of wheels, and I remember no more. 
When I came to myself | was quite alone. From 
what I saw of the knife I believe it to bea dagger, 
and the persons were undoubtedly men. They 
were dressed in Jong clothes, and were unnaturally 
tall for women; the ene who stabbed me had on a 
thick veil, reaching below the mouth; the other 
was unveiled, but his fave I did not notice much. 
This is all the information I can give. My heed is 
very confused and paintul, and I expeet they must 
bave stunned me. This!sa wretched serawl, but 
my hands are very much cut, and it pains me so 
mueh to write.’ Lady Ripon and Sir H. Ponsonby 
called yesterday efternoen with a message of sym- 
pathy from the Queen to Lady Florense.

SOME OF THE BIG GOLD RUGGERTS. 
From the Sierra County Cal, Tribune. 

On the 18th of August, 1860, a large piece of 
gold was taken from the Monumental Quartz Mine, 
Sierra Buttes, which weighed 1,596 ounces troy, the 
value of which was estimated at from $21,000to 
$30,000. The nugget was soid to H. B. Woodward, 


of San Francisco. for $21,68652. A fine specimen 
was taken from the Rainbow Quartz Mine, Chipp’s 
Flat, in 1881, It was taken from a depth of 200 
feet. Later it was shipped to London and worked 
there. It yielded $22,000. In 1855 a nugest was found 
at Frerach Ravine that weighed 582 ounces. and was 
| worth $10,000. it:contained consicerable quartz, 
which is not caleulated in its weight. In 1851, at 
French Ravine, a nugget was found which weighed 
426 ounces, and was valued at $8,000. A nugget ig 
reported to have been found at Minnesota valued 
at $5,000. In 1850 a piece of gold quartz was found 
in French Ravine which contained 263 ounces of 
gold, worth $4,893. At Smith's Flat, in 18a 
piece of gold was taken from a claim which wa¢$ 
worth $2,716, and weighed 146 onnees. At Smith’s 
Flat, in 1864, a nugget was found weighing 149 
ounces and worth $2,605. At Little Grizzly Dig- 
wins, in 1869,a nugget wort $2,000 was found. 
A nugget weighing 94 ounces and valued 
at $1,770, was found at the Hope claim, 
four miles below the Mountain House. At French 
Ravine, in 1860, anugget was found worth $1,757 
and weighing 98 ounces. At Smith’s Flat, in 12862 
a nugget was found which weighed 80 ounces and 
was valued at $1,509. From 1854 to 1862 12 gcid 
nuggets, ranging from 30 to 147 cunces, were taken 
from the Live Yankee claim at Forest City. From 
1856 to 1862 a number of gold nuggets, varying from 
80 to 100 ounces, were found is the Oregon claim 
at Forest City. A specimen worth $5,000 was taken 
from :he Oriental (Gold Gate) quartz mine.

Wasurncron, March 29.—The star route 
ria] was resumed in the Criminal Court this morn- 
tng, Mr. Ingersoll continuing his examination of 
Mr. Dorsey. The witness denied generally that he 
pad ever filied up or authorized any one to fill up 
an affidavit in regard to the numberof men and 
gnimals required on a route after it had been 
sworn to or filed. 

Mr, Ingersoll asked permission from the court to 
inquire of the witness if he had ever given a check 
to James B. Belford, 

The court asked if there was any objection. 

Mr. Merrick answered that he had no objection, 
providing the counsel would reciprocate by allow- 
ing him to examine the witness upon the subject. 

The question was put, and the witness said that 
be had nevertold Rerdell that he had given a 
sheck for $2,000 to Belford, nor to eharge a check 
for that or any ether amount to ‘J. B. B,” upon 

the books. 

Q.—Did you ever give a check for any amount to 
Belford? A.—Notadollar. I never hada transac- 
tion to the extent of 1 cent, with the exception of 


what you stated to the court the other day—the 
presentation of the rifle. I would like to see that 
sheck to’ J. B. B.” any way. 

The witness also denied chat he had ever told 
Rerdell that Boone was to be frozen out beoause 
of Brady’s hostility to him. Had never seen the

Mr. Ingersoll then went into the routes, taking 
up first the route from Pueblo to Rosita.

Rerdell was telling Bosler that he had 
shown to MacVeagh a memorandum in imitation 
of witness’s handwritine. Rerdell went to the 
waste-basket, picked out the pieces, and laid them 
on the table. The writing resembled witness's 
handwriting so closely that he was unable to dis- 
tinguish between them, out witness never wrote 
that memorandum. 

With a few further unimportant questions the 
direct examination closed and Mr. Merriek began 

‘the cross-examination. The witness said that he 
first went to Arkansasin 1870; met Peck in Wash- 
ington in 1874; did not know whether or not Peck 
was here in 1877 or during the session of the long 
Congress, beginning in December, 1877. Witness 
was in this city during most of that time. Could 
not say in what month of 1877 he received the let- 
terfrom Peck or John Dorsey that led nim to call 
upon Boone, but it might have been after the ses- 
sion began.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, tn this region, cloudy rainy weather, 
warm easterly, shifting to colder north-west 
winds, falling, followed by rising, barometer. 


An effort was made in the Assembly yes- 
terday to secure a chance for fair debate on 
the *‘high license” bill introduced by Mr. 
Roosevett. It wasin vain. The present 
Democratic majority, like every other Demo- 
cratic majority in this State, prefers free 
rum, in one form or another, to any regula- 

tion of the liquor business. It is certainly 
safe to say that the high license system is 
worth a trial. Asa method of taxation it 
has decided merits, for it makes the tax ab- 
solutely voluntary, and requires payment 
only from those who can afford to pay 
it, if they can afford to buy liquor. 
Asa method of regulating a trade notori- 
ously mischievous in its tendency, it has the 
Tare virtue that it would reduce the number 
of licensed places, discourage unlicensed 
places, and make inspection and the enforce- 
ment of law easier. Finally, as a compro- 
mise between the extreme views on the 
liquor question, it is obviously deserving of 
attention. The Democratic majority would 
have none of it, and not even the poor privi- 
lege of discussing it on its merits could be 
obtained. 


It is reported in our Paris dispatches this 
torning that M. Leon Say, in a speech de- 
livered at Lyons, has declared that he was 
‘“‘in favor of opening a free trade cam- 
paign.”” As M. Say is in favor with 
the actual Ministry, and as he is known 
as a thoroughly informed and very efficient 
advocate of free trade in the journals 
of Paris, the fact that he is ready to start 
B propaganda of this sort is extremely 
wignificant. Public opinion in France 
is not well defined on this  sub- 
fect Under the empire a modified 


form of free trade was 
through the famous Cobden-Chevalier com- 
mercial treaty with England, which was 
practically extended to other nations by 
treaties containing the ‘‘ most favored na- 
tion’ clause. THrERS was a protectionist, 
GAMBETTA was a pronounced free trader. 
The Republican Ministers have been hesitant 
on the subject, and most of the commercial 
treaties have been continued from time to 
time, waiting for a definite policy. The 
manufacturers are perhaps more generally 
Kepublican than otherwise, but there are 
many Republican manufacturers who are 
free traders, and opposition manufacturers 
who are protectionists. The smal] farmers 
are, many of them, very liberal. The mer- 
chants are almost universally so. A deter- 
mined movement in favor of free trade 
headed by M. Say would have a very fair 
chance of success. 


The question whether a Receiver for a 
bankrupt corporation has been “‘ legally ap- 
pointed”’ does not seem to be one for Legis- 
lative determination unless there is an alle- 
gation of fraud on the part of the 
Judge making the appointment, and 
the question really raised in _ that 
case would be one of malfeasance 
in office. Can it be that Senator 
BrowntnG had any such ulterior design in 
the introduction of his resolution for an in- 
quiry as to the legality of the appointment 
of a Receiver for the Co-operative Dress As- 
sociation? That appointment was made 
by Judge Pratt, of Brooklyn, and apart 
from the fact that he is a Demo- 
crat, for whom Senator Brownine 
should have due _ respect, his name 
is not usually included in the list of Judges 
requiring investigation. There may be 
grounds for an investigation, but if the 
Senator wishes to make it a thoroughly use- 
ful one he might find it advisable to extend 
it to all judicial proceedings in this some- 
what peculiar case. A searching inquiry 
might bring out facts not dreamed of by the 
innocent Senator, and not confined to Brook- 
lyn courts. ‘ 


The Supreme Court of Illinois has de- 
clined to intervene to save wheat specula- 
tors from the consequences of their bar- 
gains resulting from the existence of a 
“‘corner’’ in the market. Certain opera- 
tors refused to setile at the price prevailing 
when their obligations matured, or that 
fixed by the Arbitration Committee of the 
Board of ‘Trade, and appealed _ to 
the courts to save them from _ the 
discipline of the board’ or loss 
of membership in consequence of such 
failure, pleading the existence of a ‘‘cor- 
ner” got up by a clique as a defense for 
their action. It is difficult to see how the 
court could hold otherwise than it did, as 
the membership of the board and all the 
obligations assumed under its rules are vol- 
untary. If speculators could escape from 
their contracts whenever they got beaten at 
their own games by appealing to the courts, 
they would soon spoil their business, or else 
bring the judiciary into the market as a po- 
tent influence. 


KELLY’S CHARTER. 


The latest office-grabbing scheme of the 
Democrats in the Legislature has been con- 
cocted by Mr. Joan Keury for the benefit 
of the City politicians of various stripes, 
and there are indications of a purpose to 
drive it through the two houses under 
the party lash. The action of the Assembly 
yesterday in making it the special order 
for Thursday evening next, instead of 
permitting any examination of its demerits 
in the committee, is an illustration of the 
summary way in which it is proposed to 
deal with the subject. This is a matter 
which vitally concerns the interests of this 
City, and it is the frst fruits of Tammany’s 
victory of last Fall and the defeat of the 
efforts of respectable citizens to secure a 
non-partisan City Government. The chief 
feature of the proposed charter changes is 
the displacement of the present Fire, Health, 
Public Parks, Dock,  Street-cleaning, 
and Building Commissioners and the estab- 
lishment of new departments with single 
heads. The Boards of Police, Charities and 
Correction, and Taxes and Assessments are 
left as they are. It is proposed to have the 
new Commissioners appointed by the Mayor 
and confirmed by the Board of Aldermen 
and installed in office on the Ist of May for 
a term of four years. 

The purpose of the scheme is perfectly 
plain. The only merit it has is that of 
single-headed departments, and this is more 
than offset by the method of selecting the 
heads. The object of such a distribution of 
administrative functions should be to secure 
a concentration of responsibility, and that 
object would be gained if the Mayor were to 
have the untrammeled power of appoint- 
ment and removal. There is great danger 
that with our present Mayor that 
power would be abused and _ pros- 
tituted very much as it would be 
under the Tammany dictation which would 
be made effective through the Board of 
Aldermen. But Mr. Epson could at least 
be held responsible for the mischief that 
might result, and there would be some hope 
that public sentiment would be so wrought 
up that a successor could be chosen who 
would be worthy of the great trust 
committed to his hands. With the 
power of confirmation in the present 
Board of Aldermen the Mayor could 
resort to the excuse with which he has al- 
ready covered his political weakness and 
dishonesty, that he must appoint men who 
can be confirmed. Thereby all responsibil- 
ity to the people would be destroyed, and its 
place would be taken by subserviency to a 
new ring of City politicians. Mr. Keiiy 
could dictate the appointments, and his selec- 
tions would be the result of a bargain among 
the several factions which desire to plunder 
the City. 

In fact, there are credible reports that the 
division of the spoils has been already agreed 
upon in such a way as to purchase the sup- 
port of the faction leaders for the scheme 
and make sure of the obedience of both 
Mayor Epson and the Board of Aldermen 
to the behesis of the Tammany chief. One 
thing is certain—the adoption of these char- 
ter amendments would result in dragging the 
cause of local self-government in the mire 
of the most corrupt kind of local. politics. 
What the present Board of Aldermen is we 
know, and the prospect of improving it 
under the system of district elections is 
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adopted | slender indeed. What Mayor Epson is 


when obliged to submit his appointments to 
that board be has already shown. The 
scheme would result simply in parceling 
the various administrative departments 
among the leading workers of the several 
City factions under the guiding hand of the 
Tammany boss. ’ 

It will not do for the people of this City 
to assume that there is little danger of driv- 
ing this infamous travesty of reform in lo- 
cal government through the Legislature. 
That body has already shown what it is ca- 
pable of when it is a question of re- 
distributing offices and patronage for 
the satisfaction of Democratic pol- 
iticians.) The most eminent pretenders 
to virtue among the majority allow them- 
selves to be dragged in the foul current of 
partisanship. Nothing but a protest of the 
most vigorous and unmistakable kind will 
check the purpose of the Tammany poli- 
ticians and their allies, who seem now to 
include all the Democratic members of both 
houses. We believe the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee has never been disbanded, and on the 
morrow of the lastelection its members pro- 
fessed a purpose of vigilance and activity in 
the future. Now there isan opportunity 
for them to rally the sentiment which they 
were originally chosen to represent, and 
make known the opinion of the intelligence 
and decency of New-York regarding this 
effort to re-establish the complete supremacy 
of Tammany over the Municipal adminis- 
tration. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR SENATOR DALY. 


The politicians will not be compelled, as 
Senator Daty complains, to make and adopt 
their own plans for giving New-York an in- 
creased water supply because of any lack of 
suggestions from the press and people of the 
City. The newspapers have already given 
the legislators at Albany a pretty distinct 
idea of what they must not do in 
organizing the commission having charge of 
the work. They have also offered some 
suggestions of improvements in Senator 
Daty’s bill creating the commission which 
the Legislature will do well to heed, unless 
it shall meanwhile receive better advice. A 
further evidence that the people of this City 
are taking far more interest in this matter 
than Senator DAty seems to think is afforded 
by the action of the Civil Service Reform 
Association in appointing a committee to 
prepare amendments to the pending bill. 

The points covered by the association’s 
amendments are three. Instead of making 
the commission consist of the Mayor, Con- 
troller, President ot the Department of 
Taxes and Assessments, President of the 
Board of Aldermen, Commissioner of Public 
Works, and two citizens to be appointed by 
the Mayor, the association proposes that it 
shall consist of the Mayor, Controller, 
Commissioner of Public Works, and four 
paid members to be appointed by the Mayor 
and approved by the Governor. It is con- 
tended that as the work extends through 
three counties, the Governor of the State 
should have the power to pass upon the 
Mayor’s appointments. We see no good 
reason for this division of responsibility 
save that through public discussion and 
criticism of the Mayor’s nominations some 
valuable light might be thrown upon them, 
showing whether they were fit or objection- 
able, thus enabling the Governor to act the 
part of the people’s representative in judg- 
ing of the Mayor’s action. 

There can be no question about the sec- 
ond amendment giving the Commissioners, 
as a body, full control of the work and re- 
quiring that all appointments shall be made 
and all salaries be determined by them in- 
stead of by the Commissioner of Public 
Works. The Daly bill is in a large meas- 
ure the work of Mayor Epson. He evi- 
dently shaped its main provisions in a mo- 
ment of extreme confidence in the wisdom 
and probity of the Commissioner of Public 
Works, for that officer is given very large 
powers in the employment of engineers, 
surveyors, clerks, aids to the Com- 
missioners of appraisal of real estate 
taken, &c.; and concerning these de- 
tails the other Commissioners have noth- 
ing to say. Mayor Epson himself has re- 
pented of his trustfulness, it seems, for at 
the hearing before the Senate Committee on 
Cities yesterday afternoon he confessed that 
the Daly bill gave ‘‘ too much independent 
power to the Commissioner of Public 
Works,” and advocated amendments equal- 
izing the functions of the Commissioners. 

The third amendment proposed by the 
Civil Service Reform Association provides 
that the persons employed by the Aqueduct 
Commission shall pass an examination as to 
fitness before appointment. Having ex- 
cluded politics, politicians, and political in- 
fluence from the commission, this would be 
the next logical step. 
commission and the City some assurance 
of getting a dollar’s worth of work for 
every dollar of pay. But the Democratic 
Legislature at Albany will be found very 
unwilling to pass a bill with such a pro- 
vision in it. 





It has been so often said that the Govern- 
orship of Massachusetts is purely an or- 
namental position that much curiosity has 
been manifested in observing Gen. BUTLER’S 
course as Governor. How could a man like 
ButTLeR—restless, erratic, vainglorious, and 
fond of being talked about—keep himself 
continually in the newspapers and before the 
people? As he is a candidate for the next 
Presidential nomination of the Democracy, 
he cannot allow himself to sink into the 
placid obscurity of the Governor’s Room in 
the Boston State-house. He must be con- 
tinually rustling about or he will drop out 
of sight. The difficulty of finding some- 
thing to keep people’s tongues wagging 
would dismay a less ingenious demagogue 
than BengaMIN F. Butter. On the whole, 
he has thus far succeeded tolerably well. It 
is a poor day for news which does not bring 
forth BuTLer in a new character, or in a 
new phase of an old character. 

Naturally, Gov. BuTLeR furbishes up his 
ancient issues, speeches, and hobbies, in de- 
fault of any strikingly new and original 
weaponry. As he constantly arraigned pre- 
vious State Administrations for extrava- 
gance, neglect of duty, and géneral sloven- 
liness of management of the public business, 
he should very properly sct an example of 
correct deportment in this particular. But, 
instead of doing this, he has contented himself 
with reading lectures to subordinate officers 
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| unmistakable. 


and employes of the State, his theme being 
the obligation of evéry man to earn his full 
wages. He contracted the uncomfortable 
habit of dropping in upon the clerks 
and floor-cleaners in the State-house at un- 


seemly hours of the morning, hoping to catch - 


them idling like thriftless eye-servants. He 
pounced in upon errand boys and pages 
when they least expected him, (or did not 
expect him at all,) and portentously re- 
minded them of their duty to the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. But this cheap 
economy lost its force when it was pointed 
out by certain ribald persons that the Gov- 
ernor practiced law and earned fees in the 
courts, and that he even went to Washing- 
ton and argued in the Supreme Court the 
cases of certain whisky-dealers and dis- 
tillers, and that he agreed to go into 
Rhode Island and stump the State for Mr. 
SPRAGUE, and that he was doing all this in 
‘the State’s time,’’ the use of which for 
private purposes he sternly forbade to the 
clerks, window-cleaners, scrub-women, and 
other servants of the Commonwealth. 

Baffled in this direction, Gov. Butter 
next turned his attention to insurance, the 
eight-hour law, and kindred subjects, 
public interest in which has long ceased 
to be intense. It was impossible to say any- 
thing new concerning insurance. The 
Governor could have used with propriety 
the language of Mr. Epwarp Everett 
Hawe’s famous double, ‘“‘since so much 
has already been said, and so well said, 
I will not take up your time.’’ The 
revival of the venerable demand that 
the Government shall pay the wages 
of ten hours’ work for eight hours 
of labor does not appear to have any bot- 
tom to it. Borer complains that the Gov- 
ernment has nullified an act of Congress, 
and he suggests the hangman’s noose and 
the Jacksonian policy fornullifiers. The fact 
is that the question of a proper limit of 
hours for labor has adjusted itself; and the 
Governor’s proposition that Congress be 
memorialized by Government laborers to 
compel the payment of pending claims, be- 
fore these are passed upon by the Supreme 
Court, isa piece of demagogism so trans- 
parent that nobody is deceived by it. The 
attempt to raise, at this late day, the ghost 
of the old eight-hour issue is thrashing 
anew the old straw of the barnyard. 

A more fatal and ridiculous overthrow 
awaited BuTLer when, trusting to his well- 
known reputation for smartness, he read 
the Massachusetts Senate a lecture on pro- 
priety. ‘To acertain bill, bearing the inno- 
cent title of ‘‘The Somerville Wharf and 
Improvement bill,’’ he objected, in a long 
veto Message, that it had been referred in 
the Senate to the Committee on Mercantile 
Affairs, and not to another committee of the 
Senate. The Senate Judiciary Committee, in 
a caustic and exhaustive report, reply that 
the procedure and order of business of the 
Legislature are matters wholly out of 
the jurisdiction of the Executive. To 
various blundering criticisms of the 
Governor the committee reply by show- 
ing that the matters referred to are not 
in the bill, and that it is evident (as 
they proceed to show) that ‘‘ his Excellency’”’ 
has never read the bill at all. Unhappily, 
Gov. Butter also dropped into history, 
and grandiloquently referred to ‘‘ the Chris- 
tian Emperors of Romein the third century.” 
The committee remind the Governor that 
the Commonwealth, at great expense, has 
provided a library contiguous to the Gov- 
ernor’s Room, in which he may find the in- 
formation that there were no Christian Em- 
perors in Rome in the third century, nor un- 
til long after that period. At last accounts, 
the Governor was pulling himself together 
for another essay in the business of making 
capital. BurTterR’s Governorship is yet 
young. But his ventures are all blighted. 





THE INDICIMENT OF CONELING. 


ConkiinG, the slayer of HAveErsticx, 
will probably be indicted by the Grand Jury 
to-day. So far as can be seen, this action is 
largely prompted by a desire to rebuke 
Police Justice SmrrH, who, on a prelim- 
inary examination, discharged CoNKLING, 
holding that he had committed a justifi- 
able homicide. Recorder Smytn told the 
Grand Jury yesterday that Justice Smita 
had no authority to decide the question 
whether the homicide was justifiable or not. 
According to his construction of the lawa 
Police Justice must consider whether a crime 
has been committed, and whether there is 
reasonable ground to believe that the person 
accused is guilty of it. If he is satisfied on 
these points, he must send the accused before 
a Grand Jury, and in due course the ques- 
tion of justification will be decided by a 
petit jury in a court of competent jurisdic- 
tion. We observe that District Attorney 
McKeon hold views similar to these. 

If this is the proper construction of the 
law, it is entirely obvious that the prelim- 


| inary examination in such a case as Conx- 


LING’s is a mere waste of time. The killing 
was admitted and the identity of the accused 
These points being deter- 
mined, the examining Justice had no power, 
according to the Recorder and the District 
Attorney, to hear any evidence in the pris- 
oner’s favor. He might decide one way on 
the evidence before him, but could not 
decide the other way. He might hold, but 
not discharge. 

We presume this is the law under the 
Code of Criminal Procedure, else District 
Attorney McKeon and Recorder SmytTa 
would not speak so positively. But the fact 


| that it is thought necessary tor the instruc- 


tion of Police Justices to indict CONKLING 
ought not in the slightest degree to prejudice 
his case before a petit jury, if he should be 
brought to trial. It ought not, we say, but 
there 1s great danger that it will. We have 
of late had some remarkable exhipitions of 
the gross incompetence of juries to do jus- 
tice between man and man; and twelve 
men selected from a panel in New-York 
might pay far more attention to the 
circumstances of CONKLING’S examina- 
tion and indictment than to _ the 
circumstances of the killing and the defini- 
tion of justifiable homicide. If he killed 
Haverstick having reasonable ground to 
apprehend a design on his part to do him 
some great personal injury, he ought to go 
free in spite of anything Police Justice 
SmitH may have done or District Attorney 
McKeon and Recorder Smytu have said. 
And in case Mr. ConkLING, after a jury 
trial, is again discharged, will not his case 
furnish a very good argument for amending 
the Code of Criminal Procedure in such a 


way as to provide a shorter and cheaper 
way of disposing of cases of clearly justi- 
fiable homicide ? 


A NEW RELIGION. 


The effort to amend the Sunday law so as 
to legalize fishing on. that day will strike 
many persons as a very odd affair. Why 
should fishing rather than any other sport 
be selected as a fit and proper Sunday recre- 
ation? If @ man may go fishing on Sunday, 
why may he not go shooting, and if he pre- 
fers base-ball to either of those sports, why 
should not the latter be made a legal Sunday 
sport? Yet Mr. Tra Campseit and Col. 
Morpnry, who on Wednesday last besought 
the Assembly to legalize Sunday fishing, 
have not a word to say in behalf of hunting 
or base-ball. Evidently there exists in the 
minds of these clear-sighted and conscien- 
tious statesmen a wide difference between 
fishing and all other recreations. No one 
can read their eloquent speeches without 
perceiving that they look upon fishing as 
something peculiarly sacred and worthy to 
rank at least with the Christian religion in 
the estimation of mankind. Im fact, there 
can be no doubt that there are very many 
fishermen who regard fishing not as a sport 
or a business but as a religion. 

The germ of this conception of fishing 
may perhaps be found in the fact that 
Saint Peter and certain other of the twelve 
Disciples were fishermen. Fishing has, 
therefore, presented itself to devout minds— 
like those of Messrs. CAMPBELL and Mur- 
PHY—as an apostolic practice, and one 
worthy of the highest respect. Writers 
upon fishing—and notably Izaak Watton— 
have written of fishing as though it were 
a holy thing, and have thus given a 
powerful impulse to the tendency to regard 
it as a religion. Then, there is much 
of mystery in the craft. Why is it that 
one man will catch fish in a stream where 
another man, equally well equipped with 
bait and tackle and apparently equally skill- 
ful, can catch nothing. Gradually fisher- 
men have come to believe that the state of 
mind of the fisher has much to do with his 
success. It is, so they assert, the reverent 
believer in fishing, the man who holds it 
sacred, who is rewarded with fish, while 
the worldly person who irreverently calls 
fishing ‘‘ a sport’’ is punished for his lack 
of faith and devotion by a failure to catch a 
single desirable fish. It is not difficult to 
understand how fishermen have gradually 
come to accept the religion of fishing; and 
when we once comprehend that fishing is 
the religion of Mr. CampBeiu and Col. 
MvuRPHY we can at once see why they de- 
sire to celebrate its rites on Sunday. 

The devout fisherman is, of course, some- 
times as mad as the undevout astronomer, 
but he is convinced that he is sincere in his 
fishy faith. He will often maintain that 
when he goes fishing on Sunday he wor- 
ships in the grand temple of nature. He 
will insist that there is no man who has such 
opportunities for devout meditation as fall 
to the lot of the fisherman while waiting for 
a bite. He will speak of the calming, puri- 
fying, and ennobling influence of fishing, and 
pity the unfortunate and misguided people 
who waste their time in hot churches when 
they might commune with nature and brook 
trout. The devout fisherman resents the 
suggestion that he fishes for the sake of 
catching fish to be afterward eaten. He 
fishes in order that he may spiritualize his 
mind. Like the Buddhist, he seeks perfec- 
tion through meditation, and strives to at- 
tain absorption into the soul of things. 

But it will not do to judge a religion by 
the praises lavished upon it by its adherents. 
We must judge it by its results. No phi- 
losopher hesitates to rank Christianity high- 
er than Mohammedanism, for the reason that 
the former inculcates a purer code of morals 
than the latter and exercises a more purify- 
ing influence upon its devotees. Now, it is 
obvious that respect for the truth has no 
place in the teachings of fishing. In fact, 
there isno class of men, not even except- 
ing horse-dealers and sellers of mining 
shares, who are so utterly reckless of the 
truth as are fishermen. How can we think 
highly of a religion which teaches the man 
who catches one trout to call it twelve, and 
encourages the captor of a ten-pound sal- 


mon to claim that it weighs fifty pounds? | 
This sort of teaching may be useful in de- | 


veloping the moral nature of a professional 
politician, but it is surely not to be com- 
mended to all men. 

To worship in the grand temple of na- 
ture isa very convincing and satisfactory 
phrase, but it is not an accurate description 
of the occupation of the man who sits on 
the stringpiece of an East River pier with 
his line in the water and three dozen small- 
boys encouraging him with their presence 
and counsel. Neither is it accurate when 
used to describe the fisherman seated on 
the bank of a rural stream and vigor- 
ously fighting the mosquitoes. How 
much are the meditations of a man worth 
as a purifying and elevating force when his 
head is the centre of a cloud of vicious in- 
sects? The exclamations used by fishermen 
in such circumstances are unquestionably of 
a theological character, but they remind the 
hearer not of the alleged pure and peaceful 
religion of fishing but of the sternest and 
most violent Calvinism. And what shall be 
said of the devotional implements of the pis- 
catorial devotee? Is the flask filled with 
bait from Bourbon County, Ky., better 
adapted to elevate the fisherman’s moral 


tone than the Prayer-book of the church- | 


goer? and is the bottle of oil of pennyroyal 
wherewith he bathes his brow more soothing 
than the Hymnal? 


The truth is, the religion of fishing 1s a |

At 
the head of each of these proposed departments is 
to be a Commissioner, having all of the authority in 
his field which the Commissioners of Charities and 
Correction now have. Heisto have a salary of 
$6,000 a year, and to hold office for six years, un- 
der appointment by the Mayor, subject to re- 
moval by the Mayor for neglect or violation of 
duty, or unfitness for the place. Provision is made 
for the assignment of the present Commission- 
ers to three of the departments, and for 
the appointment of a Commissioner for the 
Insane. It is also provided that all subordi- 
nate appointments shall be those of persons 
selected by competitive examination, and the prin- 
ciples of civil service reform are to be applied to 
the general subject of appointments, removals, 
and promotions, under rules to be prepared by the 
Controller and Corporation Counsel. Noargument 
is needed in support of the two great objects of 
this bill—to concentrate responsibility, making one 
person accountable for geod or bad management, 
and to secure fit and efficient subordinates, instead 
of persons who receive appointments simply as re- 
wards for political work. If these two principles 
deserve recognition anywhere, it is in these institu- 
tutions, which contained nearly 12,000 persons on 
March 9, of whom nearly one-third were Insane, 
and in which from 40 to 50 per cent. of the 
subordinates are changed each year. Without re- 
ferring to the abuses which are tolerated under 
the present plan of management, it can be said 
that the work of the department has become too 
great for the existing system. While it is perhaps 
too much to expect that the present Legislature 
willlook upon this bill with favor, it very plainly 
deserves the consideration of all who desire to 


ameliorate the condition of the unfortunate, to” 


reform the vicious, and to improve the adminis- 
tration of & very important department.

A “long-felt want’’ in Connecticut is said to 
be a statue of Naruan Haty, the patriot spy. who 
was hanged by British soldiers in the City of New- 
York during the Revolution. Animage of Hatz 
would, in the opinion of many prominent persons 
in his native State—for he was a Connecticut 
youth, a Yale student, and a New-London school- 
teacher—find a fitting place on the exterior of the 
handsome State Capitol. Some speeches were 
made urging the erection of such a statue before 
the proper committee of the Connecticut Legisla- 
ture on Wednesday afternoon. Ex-Gov. Hcrparp’s 
speech was a long and carefully elaborated ad- 
dress, in which the claim of NatHan Hate to one 
of the “sculptured niches,” along with JonaTHAN 
TRUMBCLL and RocEr SHERMAN, Was eloquently set 
forth. It sounds a little strange, however, at this 
lave day to hear the execution of Harz condemned 
as an act of injustice, and the British Provost Mar- 
shal who directed the hanging described 93 a 
butcher. If that is deserved, then WasHINGTON 
committed butchery when JonN ANDRE was 
hanged. Hate wasaspy. He accepted his secret 
mission with a full knowledge of the penalty that 
would follow capture. Moreover, he was arrested 
while making his way back to the American lines 
with all the information he had been sent to ac- 
quire, and if he had returned to Wasnryeron’s head- 
quarters alive the Revolutionary war might have 
been terminated more speedily than it was. Of 
course, he was hanged, as all spies were before his 
time and have been since in time of war. HALE 
was none the less a hero on that account, and his 
statue will not make a less appropriateaddi- 
tion to the ornate architecture of the Connecticut 
State-house, but itis to be regretted that a trace 
of the old buncombe of “ Fourth of July orations” 
still remains, even in Connecticut. -

“A code of manners for people visiting the 
theatre” is now demanded. Naturally enough, 
this demand comes froma raral neighborhood. In 
New-York it is understood that what is lacking is 
not so much a “‘code” as a class of theatre-goers 
who would observe such a document if one ex- 
isted. An Albany newspaper editor is asked, in 
the absence of an accepted “eode,” whether a 
“gentleman,” when, passing through a row of 
seats between the acts of a play, should turn his 
face or his back to the ladies seated between his 
own chair and the aisle. The editor promptly re- 
sponds that no “gentleman” would pass out of a 
theatre between the acts. Thisis a rather sweep- 
ing assertion; for even a “gentleman” might sud- 
denly feel faint and need a breath of fresh air. 
Nevertheless, the editor’s heart appears to be in 
the right place, and the “code” asked for may be 
said to have been begun by the establishment of 
the first rule. But the subject is so complex that a 
congress of eminent theatre-goers might fitly be 
called to decide the numerous questions that it 
calls up; whether, for instance, it is proper to ar- 
rive at a theatre after the play has begun, and 
make much ado about getting seated; whether it 
is right to carry on a lively conversatidn about 
dress and the westher in the stalls while the actors 
are talking on the stage, andif the opera-glass was 
invented toenabie men in the parquet to stare at 
ladies in the boxes.

THE FIFTH-AVENUE THEATRE. 

Miss Catherine Lewis and her troupe, which, 
the programme states, is a comic opera company, 
gave last night a first performance in New-York of 
Lecoca’s opera the “Prince Conti.” The story ig 
as involved and thin as that of most comic operas, 
but affords an opportunity for bright dresses, pret 
ty tableaus, and a seemingly endless assortment of 
lively tunes and songs, with accompanying dances. 
It is put on in a generous manner, with fresh cos. 
tumes and appurtenances and a company numer- 
ous enough to fill the stage, and in these essentialg 
there is everything to praise. But this first hegr- 
ing did not leave a favorable impression, owing. 
possibly, less to a lack of merit in the opera itself 
than to the excessively commonplace acting and 
miserable singing of every one in the cast with the 
exception of Miss Lewis. The dialogue seemed to 
be dull and weak to the point of sickliness. Not 
even Miss Lewis, with all her personal mag- 
netism, archness, and liveliness, could create 
more than a spasmodic ripple of laughter, 
which was not enough for an evening of 
comic opera. If the company contained any one 
besides the prima donna who could be amusing, 
some entertainment, but not much, might be 
obtained from the performance. It is, of course, 
too severe a task to impose on Miss Lewis to afford 
all the singing and acting of any merit. and how 
she does so much {fs something wonderful. In hes 
becoming dress last night she acted the réle in a 
Dretty boyish way that fascinated the audience, 
and the languor that affected the house in ker 
absence from the stage disappeared every time she 
returned. As to the musie, it appeared less bright 
and taking than other operas by the same com- 
poser. Some of itis unmitigated trash, and very 
little of it has the sparkle that will make it popz- 
lar. The best number is a drinking song for the 
Prince, with a chorus, in the second act. It has two 
movements, the second of which, in waltz time, is 
very pretty and affords Miss Lewis her best oppor- 
tunity. This was twice repeated and gave much 
pleasure. The chorus sang very well and knew 
their music, but the orchestra was ragged in its 
playing. ana seemed at times beyond control. 
“* Prince Conti’’ will only be repeated to-night this 


week, “ Olivette” being cast for Saturday.

PUBLIC EDUCATION IN KENTUCKY. 
From the Louisville Courier-Journal. 

An Educational Convention is to be held in 
Frankfort for the purpose of secaring a more effi- 
cient public school system than the present one, 
which was established by the legislative aet of 
Feb. 16, 1838, with a financial foundation of $850,- 
000, increased in 1848 to $1,225,768 42, and in 1850 to 
$1,826,770 01. The school tax is 22 cents on the 
$100, and provision is made for an optional district 
tax of cents onthe $10 inordinary districts, 
and 30 cents in graded school districts. Itis pro _ 
posed to make the machinery of common school 
education more effective and diffusive. The de- 
feets of the present system are, in part, as follows: 
The Sheriffs are too tardy in the collection of the 
school tax; the teachers are poorly paid, and 
many of them are poorly qualified; the law does 
not absolutely require a common school to be 
taught. during five months in the year in 
any. district; the people aré woefully indiffer- 
ent in two-thirds of the counties of the 
State to the importance of common schools; there 
is a painful lack of norma! schoo! instruction; the 
Schoo! Commissioners are, in a majority of cases, 
not qualified to hold these important positions; the 
State per capita is always an uncertain and varia- 
ble quantity; the school-houses are largely in a 
poor condition; there are many districts without 
ary kind of sohool-houses; most of the school dis- 
tricts are too large and the school-houses inaccessi- 
ble to many children, especially in the mountain 
districts: the text-books are changed too often 
and cost! too much; the schools do not get all the 
revenue to which they are legitimately entitled, as 
from the tax on railroads and turnpikes now ai- 
verted; no efforts have been made to secure new 
sourees of revenue. The Frankfort convention 
must grapple with these defects. The foundations 
of the school system have been laid 45 years; the 
building has been slowly rising. The bad bricks 
must come out of the walls; the whole people of 
Kentucky must be put to work on those walls with 
a will.

LINES WHICH MAY PASS INTO THE 
STATE’S OWNERSHIP. 
©LAUSES IN THE CHARTERS OF THE CLEVE- 
LAND AND PITTSBURG AND OTHERS | 
WHICH MAY BENEFIT THE STATE. 
CLEVELAND, March 29.—A serious question 
soneorning the relation of the Cleveland and Pitts- 
burg Railread to the State of Ohio is coming up for 
yettlement, and responsible persons who have 
lookea into the subject say that the inevitable re- 
sult must be @ great financial good to the State. 
In section 22 of the charter of the Cleveland and 
Pittsburg Road, granted by the Ohio Legisiature on 
March 14, 1886, and revised and amended Mareh 11, 
i845, it is provided: 

“ That if the Legislature of this State shall, after 
the expiration of’35 years after the passage of this 
<  eeoes provision by law for the repayment to 

company of the amount expended by them in 
the construction of said railroad, and the value of 
the necessary permanent fixtures thereto at the 
time, with an addition of 15 per cent. thereon, to- 
gether with interest on the cost of the road. at the 
rate of 6 per cent. per aunum, unless the dividend 
thall have amounted to 6 per cent. per annum, of 
which expencaiture an accurate statement in writ- 
ing. attested by the oaths or affirmations of the 
officers of said company, shall be submitted to the 
General Assembly if required, then said road and 
6xtures shal! vest in, and become the property of, 
the State of Ohio.” 

The period of 35 years elapsed on March 14, 1881. 
{t. now remains for the Legislature to provide for a 
sum equal to the amount of the capital stock of 


said road, to wit: $13,087,990 10, this being the 
tetal amonnt expended Ly said company for the 
construction of its road. In this total amount is 
ineluded the net annual earnings of said 
mp to the time the same was leased to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company, on Oct. 25, 1871. 
The total earnings for the year 1880 of this road 
were $2,845,521 71. After paying running expenses 
for the same period there remained a net earning 
of $1,515,890 10. Gut of the net earnings the lessee 
was opliged to pay, under the terms of its ‘ease, 
first, 9786.795 to the stockholders, $345,665 36 
were paid as interest on bonds, then a 
portion of the balance for incidental in- 
nebtedness, leavinze a net profit to the 
ssee for that year of $194,928 27. The duty of the 
tate, in view of these facts, as outlined by those 
who have given this matter attention, is In the fol- 
jowing direction: Te provide the necessary means 
© return to stockholders the amount of their 
stock: this can be done by the State issuing its 
ponds, say at 334 per cent. per annum, the pro- 
reeds of which would pay for the stock; 
these bonds to run 20 er 2% years. The 
lifference between 34 per cent.—being the interest 
pn the bonds—and the interest received under the 
ease, which would accrue, of course. to the State, 
peing 7 per eent., guaranteed by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company, would create a sinkiag fund 
which at the end of 2 years would pay off the 
whole indebtedness assumed by the State, and 
jeave the tax-payers of Ohio to enjoy $1,218,000 per 
year forever after. Under this arrangement 
the State would assume no liability. as the 
Y per cent. is guaranteed, no matter what 
may be the business of the road, nor what disas- 
tera of management might overtake it. The State 
received for the year named $63,000 in taxes; and, 
in addition thereto, the lease provides $10,000 per 
annum during the existence of the lease to pay 
the expenses of the nominal officers ot said road— 
both of which sums, going into the sinking fund, 
would augment it to that extent. No rights can 
be disturbed by this taking possession, and no in- 
ury done to any one; the State can enjoy the 
ruition of its acreement with the Cleveland and 
Pittsburg Railroad Company, and by Legislative 
action the State could affirm the lease given by the 
Cleveland and Pittsburg Company. 

It is also Geclared on competent authority that 
the Little Miami Road and three others in the 
Btate are in the same posicion as the Cleveland and 
Pittsburg. In the Little Miamithe charter contains 
the sume clause as the one quoted above and the 
period named has elapsed. This road is leased to 
the Pittsburg, Cincinmati and St, Louis Railroad 
Company for 99 years, renewable forever, and pays 
3 guaranteed 8 per cent. per annum. The amount 
of its stock is $4.627.800. It is easy to figure what 
she profits would be to the State in this case.

DISSECTING-ROOM SECRETS. 


GOV. BUTLER BEFORE AN INVESTIGATING 
COMMITTEE—DR. DIXWELL’S TESTIMONY. 
Boston, Mass., March 20.—The formal in- 

vestigation of the eharges made by Gov. Butler in 

his inaugural Message against the charitable insti- 
tutions of the State, and especially against their 
conduct by the State Board of Health, Lunacy, 
and Charity, began to-night at the State- 
house. The inquiry is made by the Committee of 
the Legislature on Charitable Institutions, 
and was instigated by the Republicans, 
the Governor having shown no _ disposition 
after making his charges to pursue the mat- 
ter further. The Governor appeared at the 
hearing in person, with his two short-hand secre- 
taries to take notesof the proceedings for his own 
use, and the little committee-room was packed 


with an interested and interesting audience, 
made up of grave-risnged, sober-minded citizens 
and sensation-seekers, who always crowd at any 
free entertainment, especially when Butler is the 
ebief actor. The particular institution in investi- 
gation to-night was the State Almshouse at Tewks- 
bury, which was investigated in 1876, and since 
that time has been overhauled, and much that was 
then regarded as unwise and bad inits conduct 
has been righted. Much of the old evidence was 
revived in to-night’s hearing. 

Gov. Butler in opening said he had no charges to 
make in writing. e made no charges against any 
manor any set of men, but against the manage- 
ment of an institution. He was not present as a 
prosecuting officer or as an aggrieved party. He 
did not know about the ventilation of the build- 
ings, or whether or not certain officers had done 
bad things. He was there to ask certain questions of 
witnesses. He knew little. personally, of what was 
done at the Alms-house. If the committee did not 
wish to hear them he would respectfully bow to 
them and go home. He had brought his witnesses 
with ‘him. He had brought everything except 
a whitewash brush. But he bad not, either. broucht 
a blacking brush. He was not golng to say any- 
thing against the institution in his own words. He 
simply proposed to let the witnesses speak. 

Two witnesses only were heard to-night—one 
Dr. John Dixwel!, a well-known young man in 
Boston, who has been prominent as an aggressive 
agent for the prevention of cruelty to children, 
but is now disconnected with the chartered society 
for that purpose, and the other, Jonn H. Chase, a 
former employe at the Alms-heuse, who had been 
discharged for intoxieation. Dr. Dixwell testified to 
the practices of the students in the Harvard Medi- 
cal School when he was a member in 1870-73 
in dissecting the bodies of infants and adults. 
Many bodies were received, and they were said to 
come from the Tewksbury Alms-house. After 
dissection, he said. they were not properly 
buried, as the law required. He said that 
the bodies were putina little ante-room, where 
adults and iafants were stored on shelves till they 
were needed. Most of the bodies were clothed. 
The janitor, “Bill” Andrews, had them in 
charge; he committed suicide; understood thar 
he was a prize-tighter. Those bodies were sold 
at prices varying with the demand, from $2 to 
$5. Andrews set the price and vook the 
money. Bodies were kept locked. for the students 
would steal anything they could lay hands on. 
Students would divide adult bodies between them, 
one taking an arm or leg. and soon. From $2 up- 
ward was paid foreach part. He frequently found 
babies which had no apparent cause of death; they 
were empty, no traces of food could be found: 
they were recorded as babies who could have been 
saved if they had been fed. Andrews, he said, told 
him the bodies came from Tewksbury Alms-house. 
They were in trunks; the adults bent double and 
the babies packed in. He gave this testimony be- 
fore the Grand Jury of Suffolk County two years 


ago. 
Mr. Chase testified to the driving of teams with 
dead human bodies to Boston for dissection, ana 
of the bodies of paupers being taken up without 
poner cecee. He also told of the picking of 
dies, and identified a letter from the Superin- 
tendent explaining a case of dissection.

THE SUICIDPS OF A DAY. 

FREDERICK, Md., March 29.—On Wednes- 
day, Mareh 21, Mr. William P. Thomas, of this city, 
lett home suddenly for parts unknown. His family 
at once became anxious about him, as he was in 
rather a despondent state of health. Yesterday 
the Baltimore Sun contained a dispatch from Nor- 
folk giving an account of the suicide by laundanum 
of a young man, W. M. Fairfax. His family at once 
suspected that this might be the missing man, and 


Alderman David O. Thomas, his brother, got 
Mayor Bartgis to telegraph the Mayor of Nor- 
folk for a description of the deceased. 
The ‘reply came describing Mr. Thomas 
aecurately. There was little room for doubt now, 
so Mr. David Thomasand Mr. Milton A. Woodward 
left the city in the afternoon for Norfolk. The 
only partieulars of the aeath are embodied in the 
dispatch above referred to and which stated that 
on Tuesday night W. M. Fairfax.a young man, 
supposed to be from the upper part of the State, 
was found dead in bed at the Mansion House, and 
on Wednesday the jury of inquest returned a ver- 
dict of death from an overdose of laudanum. 

He purchased several bottles of laudamum the 
day previous and the bottles were found on his 
table empty. His identity could not be ascertained 
from his effects and the bodv was interred in the 
strangers burying ground. The suicide was caused 
by protracted drinking, Mr. Thomas leaves a 
young wife and two children. 


BUFFALO, March 29.—Elmer Wood, 24 years 
old, committed suicide by hanging in his father’s 
barn in North Collins, this county, to-day. No 
cause is known for the act. He left a letter giving 
directions concerning his funeral.

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OBITUARY. 


GEN. N. B. BUFORD. 

Gen. Napoleon B, Buford died in Chicago 
on Wednesday night. He was born in Kentucky 
in 1807, and entered the Military Academy at West 
Point, July 1, 1823. He was graduated on July 1, 
1827, and was at once promoted in the army to the 
position of Second Lieutenant in the Third Artillery. 
He served in the artillery sehool for practice at Fort- 
ress Monroe, Virginia, during 1827 and 1828. From 
June 14, 1828, to Nov. 26, 1820, he was on topo- 
graphical duty, and from 1830 to 1834 was on garri- 
son duty at Fort Sullivan, Maine. He was appointed 
Assistant Professor of Natural and Experimental 


Philosophy in the Military Academy, on Feb. 28, 
1834, and served until Aug. 30, 1835, On Dec. 31 
of the same year he resigned, and became 
a resident engineer in the service of the 
State of Kentucky, holding that position until 
1842. In 1843 he went into business as a merehant 
and fron founder at Rock Island, Ill, remaining 
there until 1861. Ia 1850 he was Secretary of the 
Board of Visitors at the Military Academy. From 
1857 to 1861 he was President of the Rock Island 
and Peoria Railway, and from 1858 to 1861 he was 
President of the Bank of the Federal Union at 
Rock Isiand. Heserved during the war of the re- 
beilion, becoming Colonel of the Twenty-seventh 
Illinojs Volunteers on Aug. 10, 1861. He was in 
command of Cairo, Lil., in 1861 and 1862, and was 
engaged in the expedition to and battleof Bel- 
mont, Mo.. Feb. 7, 1861. He was in the demonstra- 
tion on Columpus, Ky.. on Feb. 23, 1862. and was in 
command of that place after it was evacuated by 
the rebels. He was engaged in the attack on Island 
No. 10in the Mississippi, March 14 to April 7, 1862, 
and after its capitulation commanded tne garrison, 
having, during these operations, made a forced 
march upon Unior City. Ky., which he captured 
by surprise March 31, 1862. He served in the expe- 
dition to Fort Pillow, Tennessee, April 10 to 20, 1862, 
and in the Mississippi campaigns of 1862 and 1863. He 
became a Brigadier-General in the Volunteers, April 
15, 1862. The actions in which he took part were 
the siege of Corinth, April 25 to May 30, 1862; the 
battle of Corinth, Oct. 3 and 4, 1862, and the siege 
of Vicksburg, February, 1863. He was also in com- 
mand of a division at Jacinto from June to Sep- 
tember, 1862; in command of Cairo, IIL, from 
March to September, 1863, and was at Helena, 
Ark., from Sept. 12, 1863, to March 9, 1865. From 
March 9 to Aug. 24 of that year he was on leave of 
absence, and on March 13 was breveted Major- 
General of United States Volunteers for gallant 
and meritorious services. He was mustered out of 
the volunteer service on Aug. 24, 1865. On June 1, 
1866, he beeame Superintendent of the Federal 
Union Mining Company of Colorado, and held the 
position till Dec. 1 of the same year. He was made 
a Special Commissioner of Indian Affairs on Feb. 
7. 1868, and servod in that capacity tiil Sept. 1, 
1867. He was then appointed an Inspector of the 
Union Pacific Railroad, and continued in office 
until the road was finished, March 10, 1869. He 
was President of the Philosophical Society of 
Chicago during 1877 and 1878. 


W. JEROME LELAND. 

W. Jerome Leland, one of the proprietors 
of the Sturtevant House in this City, died yester- 
day at the Leland homestead, in Newburg, near 
Cleveland, Ohio. He left this City on Tuesday of 
last week, and went to Newburg to attend to some 
business. He was suffering from a slight cold 
when he started, and this developed into pneu- 
monia, which was the cause of his death. Jerome, 
as he was popularly known, was one of the 
best known and most popular of the Leland 
family, and had been connected with the man- 


agement of hotels from his boyhood. He was the 
fourth son of Aaron P. Leland, and was born in 
Landgrove, Vt.,in 184]. He began his hotel career 
in 1856, when only 15 years old, in the Metropolitan 
Hotel, of this City, which was then under the 
management of his uncles, Simeon, Charlies, and 
Warren Leland. Jerome began asaclerkin the 
private office, and was promoted from this posi- 
tion step by step, until he had acquired 
a thorough knowledge of the hotel business in all 
its branches. He then, in 1862, went to San 


- Francisco, and, with his brother Lewis, opened the 


Occidental Hotel, which was for many years the 
leading hovse on the Pacific eoast. He remained 
in San Francisco five years, when he returned to 
the East and opened the Columbia Hotei at Sara- 
togo, which he managed as a first-class house until 
1871, when ho eame to this City and, in com- 
pany with his brothers Lewis and George, opened 
the Sturtevant House. He continued to hola an 
interest in this hotel until his death, and devoted 
his entire time to his business there, with the 
exception of a brief season when he aided to 
start the Leland Hotel in Chicago. Lewis is 
now the only one of the three brothers who origi- 
nally opened the Sturtevant, George having diea ia 
August last. Jerome was a man of great industry, 
was always attentive to business, and his genial 
and social nature made him a prime favorite with 
all with whom he came in contact. His 27 years 
of active life in hotels haa gained for him an 
extensive range of acquaintances from one end of 
the eontinent to the other, and the news of his 
early death will be received with deep regret by 
thousands who have received attentions as his 
guests. He was a great lover of blooded stock, 
and was engaged in raising some fine animals on 
the homestead where he died. Jerome was never 
married. Funeral services will be held in Cleve- 
land to-morrow, and the body will then be brought 
here and interred in Woodlawn.

CHARLES 8S. GOODRICH, M. D. 

Dr. Charles 8. Goodrich died at his home in 
Brooklyn on Wednesday, aftera protracted illness. 
He was born in Pittsfield, Mass., in 1803, and was 
the son of the Rev. Charles Goodrich and the 
grandson of Judge Goodrich, whose family were 
the first white settlers in Pittsfield. Young Charles 


Goodrich received a thorough common school edu- 
cation and studied medicine in the Pittsfield Med- 
ical College, from which be graduated in 1827. He 
went to Troy, N. Y., soon afterward and began to 
practice as a physician. He was the first Health 
Officer of that city, having been —— in 1832, 
at the time of the invasion of the cholera epidemic. 
Dr. Goodrich took up his residence in Brooklyn 
about 1845, and three years later he was appointed 
the first Health Officer of that city, and served 
faithfully and with efficiency during the preva- 
lence of a severe choleraseason. He devoted him- 
self assiduously to the study of his profession ana 
enjoyed auite an extensive practice. He took an 
intelligent interest in public affairs, and was 
apppointed United States Consul! to Lyons, France, 
by President Fillmore in 1852. After serving out 
his cemmission in Lyons Dr. Goodrich re- 
turned to this country and made New-York City 
his place of residence. He watched with keen in- 
terest the events which led tothe breaking out of 
the war of the rebellion, aud he was one of the 
first to respond to the Government’s eall for sol- 
diers. He joined the One Hundred and Second 
Regiment of New-York Volunteers, Col. Wads- 
worth commanding, as Surgeon, and made an 
honorable record. Since the war he resided in 
this vicinity, and most of the time gave attention 
to his profession. He was warm-hearted and gen- 
erous, and was warmly esteemed by those who 
knew him best. His refined literary tastes and the 
polished courtesy of kis demeanor were matters of 
frequent favorable comment. Dr. Goodrich’s only 
daughter, Mrs. C. S. Newell, is now living in 
Goshen, N. Y., with her husband, who is a great- 
grandson of Gen. John Stark of Revolutionary 
fame. Both Mr. and Mrs. Newell are mutes. Two 
brothers and two sisters of the dead man survive 
him, viz., David Goodrich. of Brooklyn; Samuel 
Goodrich, who lives in the West: Mrs. C. G. Judd, 
of Penn Yan, N. Y., and Mrs. Dr. Nelson Winton, 
of Washington, D.C. The funeral will take place 
from St. Mark’s Church, Brooklyn. to-day at 10 
o’cloek A. M., and the Rey. Dr. Gallaudet will 
officiate.

WILLIAM DE PEYSTER STAGG., 

William De Peyster Stagg died last Wednes- 
day at Sailors’ Snug Harbor, Staten Island, in the 
ninetieth year of his age. Major John Stagg, of 
whom the deceased gentleman was the second 
son, was Assistant Adjutant-General in the Revo- 
lutionary Army, acting private seeretary to Gen. 


Washington at Valley Forge during the Winter of 
1776, and after the war Chief Clerk of the War De- 
partment during the whole of President Washing- 
ton’s Administration. At his death he was Sheriff 
of New-York City, and an origina! member of the 
Cincinnati Society. Mr. Stagg was named after 
his uncle, Ensign William De Peyster, who 
was killed on Aug. 21, 1776, by lightning 
in a storm, while sleeping in a tent on Stuyvesant’s 
grounds, east of the Bowery, with two other offi- 
cers. A silver knee-buckle, with the letters, “ W. 
D. P., 1771," with marks of the electric fluid upon 
it, is an heir-loom in the family. In 1811 Mr. Stagg 
went, with others in the employment of John 
Jacob Astor,on a voyage to the North Pacific 
coast in search of furs, and was detained there by 
British cruisers during the war of 1812. He was 
one of the party who founded the city of Astoria, 
in Oregon. Mr. Stagg afterward commandod a 
vessel sailing from this port. He finally joined the 
United States Navy and followed the sea until old 
age with its infirmitiescame on. Although offered 
in his declining years a comfortable home with 
relatives, he selected the Sailors’ Snug Harbor as 
his residence. He will be buried at his own re- 
quest in the cemetery attached to that institution. 
The funeral! will take place from the chapel of the 
Snug Harbor at 1:20 o'clock P. M. to-day.

CLAUDIUS EDWARD HABICHT. 

Tke Chevalier Claudius Edward Habicht 
Gied in London, England, on Wednesday. He had 
been in feeble health and his mind had been rap- 
idly failing on account of old age for some time. 

ir, Habicht was well known in this City, and he 
leaves a large circle of warm friends here. He was 
a native of Sweden, but came to this country when 


a boy and began life as a clerk in the office of the 
agent of the Baring Brothers in Boston. He was 
appointed Consu! for Norway and Sweden in this 
City about 1848, and held the office for nearly 20 
years, in the meantime engaging in a general cem- 
mission business on his own acoeunt with Norway, 
Sweden. and France. During this time Mr. Ha- 
bicht became very popular among the leading citi- 
zens of New-York. His wife and he were both pas- 
sionately fond of music, and many musical soirées 
were given at their house in West Sixteenth-street, 
which became noted for its pleasant social re- 
unions. In 1868 Mr. Habieht resigned his con- 
sulate, and went to London to establish the bank- 
ing house of Clews, Habiebt & Co., which was to 
be a branch of the house of Henry Clews & Co., of 
this City. The firm lasted only abowt four years, 
being brought to grief by the misfortunes of the 
house in this City. Mr. Habisht remained in Lon- 
aon after the dissolution of the firm, engaging in 
business in a small way for himself. Ho was a 


genial, courtly gentleman, who gained the esteem 
of all with whom he came in contact. He was 
about 75 years old, and will be buried in Kensal 
Green Cemetery, by the side of Mrs. Habicht, who 
died about about five years ago.

E. Lutters, of that village, Wednesday nicht, and 
asked fora warrant for the arrest of Samuel B. 
Caldwell, a lawyer living in College Point, but 
doing business at No. 72 Wall-street, in this City, 
on the charge of defrauding him of $125 by means 


of a worthless check. Gentner said that Mr. 
Caldwell came to him on the morning of March 10. 
saying he was going on a business trip, and 
wanted some money. He already owed Gentner 
$25, and if he! would let him have $50 more 
he would give him a check on the Marine Bank of 
this City for $75. Gentner had frequently cashed 
checks for Caldwell, and so let him have the 
money. On examining the eheck Caldwell gave 
him, he found that it was made payable to “self.” 
and was not indorsed. He called Caldwell’s at- 
tention to that faet on March 17. and Caldwell 
said it was an oversight. He wanted $50 more, 
and would give a check for the full amount. 
Gentner let him have the money and deposited 
the check for collection in the Flushing and 

ueens County Bank, at Flushing. When sent to 
the Marine Bank for collection, it was returned 
with “no account” stamped on it. Gentner 
was given notice, and last Tuesday morning 
met Caldwell in the street 1n College Point and 
told him he must have the money. Caldwell said 
he should have it that right. He did not keen bis 
word and Gentner therefore asked to have him 
arrested. The warrant was granted and placed in 
Constable Hoenig’s hands to serve. As Caldwell is 
not in the village the warrant is still in the con- 
stable’s possession. Caldwell also secured $3.00 
from Mrs. Charies Schock, a widow who keeps a 
saloon in College Point. The method was the 
same. and, as Mrs. Schoch had cashed checks for 
him before she did not hesitate to eash one offered 
her on the 17th inst. ‘* Tony’’ Miller, proprietor of 
the Long Island City House at Long Island City, 
also cashed a check for $33 for Caldwell about two 
weeks ago. Allof the cheeks were drawn against 
a bank account which does not exist. 

Caldwell ran for member of Assembly from the 
First Distriet of Queens County last Fall en the 
Republican ticket, but was defeated. Hecontract- 
ed debts during the campaign, which, it is ssid, 
have harassed himever since. Itis alleged that 
he has been drinking heavily and has crown reck- 
less in his expenditures. He has been eued for 
debt in College Point, and has sued the 
proprietors of the local papers for libel. 
Caldwell is a man of about 40 years, and has a most 
estimable wife and two children in College Point. 
His wife stated yesterday that he had gone to 
Philadelphia on business, and would return Satur- 
day. She received a dispatch from him at Phila- 
delphia yesterday morning to that effect. It is be- 
lieved by many that Caldwell is only temporarily 
embarrassed, and will pay his debts in fuli. 
He has some _ property’ in Penrsylvania 
and two places in College Point. The 
Cashier of the Marine Bank said yesterday after- 
neon that several months ago Caldwell had #n ac- 
count at that bank, never exceeding, however, a 
few hundred dollars. He overdrew it and was re- 
quested to close it up, and did so. Last week 
checks from him began coming in and were re- 
turned, as he had no account there. Notices had 
been sent out to all the banks in this locality to 
that effect. Caldwell has practiced law in this 
City for about 15 years. His business was con- 
fined to admiralty cases.

THE SHOOTING OF HAVERSTIOE. 
JUSTICE SMITH’S ACTION IN RELEASING CONE- 
LING DECLARED TO BE UNWARRANTED. 


The Grand Jury yesterday investigated the 
shooting of Wilbur H. Haverstick by George W. 
Conkling, Jr. The papers in the ease were sent by 
the Coroner to the District Attorney’s office, and, 
notwithstanding Conkling’s diseharge by Justice 
Smith, it was determined to submit the matter to 
the Grand Jury. When the Grand Jury entered 
the Court of General Sessions yesterday Recordor 
Smyth called its attention to the disposition which 
had been made of the case. 

“ Now, gentlemen," he said, “‘ I deem it my duty 
to tell you that, notwithstanding the action of 
the Police Justice, it is incumbent upon you to 
investigate the facts of this case, and if you 
kre satisfied that a homicide has been committed, 
to find an indictment for that offense in any degree 
that you believe the facts and circumstances be- 
fore you will warrant. Without intending to imply 
anything objectionable to the Police Justice, who, 
I have no doubt, was prompted entirely by good 


motives, it is‘ my duty to charge you that he ex- 
ceeded his authority. The law does not authorize 
a Police Justice to undertake to try the question 
4 to whetber a homicide is justifiabie or not. 
hether he had that power or not, however, the 
Grand Jury are not estopped, either by his aetion 
or that of the Coroner’s jury. The Grand Jury 
have a right to reopen the investigation of the 
case, and to present the defendant, if they believe 
that the evidence justifies them. There are some 
circumstances of the case, which, without intend- 
ing to influenee you, I feel bound to say, render it 
proper for you to institute an investigatior. The 
defendant, it appears, went to the house of the de- 
ceaseed armed with a deadly wespon, and 
while he was there a wound was re- 
ceived by the di from that weapon 
which caused his death within an hour. It 
is claimed that the infliction of the fatal wound 
was justifiable, and that the Police Justice was sat- 
isfied of this when he discharged the defendant. 
But the law, as I have said, gives a Police Justice 
no such discretion as this. A Police Justice’s duty 
is to ascertain whether acrime has been commit- 
ted, and whether there is reasonable ground to 
believe that the person charged with the offense is 
— of it. If heis satisfied on these points, it 
mes his further duty to commit the defendant 
fortrial and send the papersto the Grand Jury. 
Upon their presentment the defendant may be 
tried before a court of competent jurisdiction and 
a petit jury. Ido not wish it to be understood by 
Police Justices that they have the right and power 
to act as the Police Justice seems to have acted in 
this case. It is my duty to prevent, as far as I can, 
the establishment of a precedent that may influence 
other Police Justices under similar circumstances. 

The Grand Jury, on returning to its chamber, 
heard the testimony of Capt. McElwain, Detective 
Campbell, Police Officer Mantle, Drs. Amidon and 
Healy, and Mrs. Uhler. All these witnesses had 
been summoned by subpcena, and gave their eyi- 
dence as they had already given it before the 
Coroner. In the District Attorney's office yester- 
day afternoon it was stated that the Grand Jury 
bad not taken actionin relation to Conkling, but 
would probably do so to-day. It is about as cer- 
tain as anything can be, nevertheless. that an in- 
aictment for some grade of homicide has been or- 
dered against Conkling, and will be presented in 
eourt today. It was rumored last evening that 
Conkling bad left the City, but the rumor was em- 
phatically denied by his counsel, who said: “I have 
fust been to the District Attorney’s offiee and told 
that officer that Conkling would in attendance 
atapy time to answer any process of the court. 
The defendant has a good defense, and would not 
be so foolish as to run away.” 

A suit has been begun in the Supreme Court, b 
the Administrators of the estate of the late W. H. 
Haveretick. against Dr. Royal W. Amidon. Its 
purpose is to compel Dr. Amidon to deliver to the 
plaintiff about $550 and a tin box containing 
pavers that were taken by him on the night of the 
tragedy from the apartments in which it oecurred. 
An order was obtained from Judge Lawrence, by 
Mr. Charies G. Bennett, Dr. Amidon’s attorney, 
yesterday. direeting the plaintiffs to show cause 
on Tuesday next why he should not be allowed to 
turn the property into court, and have Mrs. Emma 
H. Uhbier, Haverstick’s paramour, substituted for 
jbim as the party defendant in the suit. In his 
‘afidavit, Dr. Amidon says that he has no claim 
‘upon the property, but merely held it for its

SEVERAL LIVES 1N PERIL. 
(HREE WOMEN NARROWLY ESCAPE SUFFO- 
CATION AND THREE PERSONS BRUISED. 

One woman and two men were cut and 
bruised and three women narrowly escaped suffo- 
gation at two fires which broke out early yesterday 
morning. The first fire was at No. 388 Pearl-street, 
B five-story brick pbuilding, in the basement of 
which, on Saturday, a fire broke out among some 
gags, but on this occasion no great damage was 


done. The fire yesterday started on the third floor 
mmong the leather “chip” stock of G. L. Dann and 
Bpread to the stock of essential oils of F. Hecking 
Co. and the ‘cigars and tobacco of H. Zangerie.

PROTECTING THE MERCHANTS. 
WARNING AGAINST MEN WHO DO NOT PAY 
THEIR HONEST DEBTS. 


Among the many devices for protecting 
merchants and manufacturers from those persons 
who buy but do not pay is an incorporated com- 
pany known as “ The Merchants’ Protective Com- 
pany, (limited,)’’ which has offices at No. 19 East 
Fourteenth-street, where is kept on file a “ black 
list’’ of dishonest purchasers of goods on credit, 
which is for the use of its subscribers. It is stated 
that about 3,000 merchants in this City avail them- 
selves of its services. For a certain amount per 
year the subscriber receives a_ certificate 


which entitles him tothe right to any legal informa- 
tion In regard to his claims and to two books an- 
nually, in whieh are printed the names of persons 
who have refused to pay their honest debts. “We 
do not cail this a black list,’ said the Secretary; 
**weeall it a Directory, but of course our clients 
understand exactly what it means.” This beok 
contains the names of those from whom the com- 
pany has failed to collect bills after repeated 
efforts. Whenaclaim is handed the company for 
collection a printed letter blank jis filled out and 
sent to the debtor, requesting him to call at the 
office and pay the bill inacertain time, generally 
14 days. On the bottom of this blank is printed the 
following, which should be ample warning to the 
party receivingit; “It {the company) prints and dis- 
tributes a list of the names and addresses of 
the persons who do not pay their honest debts.” 
If the man does not pay up by the time spccified, 
the company puts its collectors to work, and he is 
dunned continually for six months. If at the end 
of that time he has not paid the bill, his name is 
entered in the “Directory.” This book is loaned 
to subscribers, and not sold tothem. On the cover 
is a printed contract, which expressly stipulates 
that all information sapplied by the company shail 
be held in strict confidence, and sba!] never be re- 
vealed to the person or persons reported, or to an 
person for them; and that the “ Directory” shall 
be returned to the company without notice from 
it upon the receipt of any subsequent edition, or at 
the expiration of the subscription term, and at any 
time on demand. It is also expressly stated that, 
“although the company does not, by printing the 
names, desire to indicate that the persons are ab- 
solutely unworthy of credit, nevertheless, the at- 
me ong 4 for the respective cities professionally ad- 
vise the members for the city in which they aet 
that information had better be sought at their 
office before giving implicitly credit to the persons 
appearing upon that list.’

ACTOR LEVICK APOLOGIZES. 
WHY HE ASSAULTED STAGE MANAGER FREE- 
MAN AT HAVERLY’S THEATRE. 

Gustavus Levick, the actor, who was ar- 
rested on Wednesday night for assaulting Max 
Freeman, the stage manager for Bartley Campbell's 
company, who are playing at Haverly’s Theatre, 
was brought before Justice Duffy, in the Jefferson 
Market Police Court, yesterday. Mr. Harry Mann, 
the manager of Haverly’s Theatre; Thomas B. 
McDonough, the manager of Bartley Campbell's 
company, and a number of actors occupied seats 
in the examination-room. Two lawyers, repre- 


senting the defendant and the complainant, worked 
industriously to settle the quarrel between the two 
men, and by the interposition of mutual friends 
they sueceeded in inaucing Mr. Levick to offer an 
apology to Mr. Freeman, whereupen the latter 
to make no complaint against him. A 
statement to this effect was made to Justice Duffy, 
but be would not consent to a withdrawal of the 
complaint until be had heard what the principals 
bad to say. Freeman then said he was the stage 
manager at the Fourteenth-Sireet Theatre and 
had been there five weeks. He hed known Mr. 
Levick for about a year. They had had a personal 
quarrel some months ago in San Franeisco. 
Om Wednesday night the actors “guyed” each 
other to a marked degree, and, as he had been re- 
quested by both Mr. McDonough and Mr. Mann to 
put a stop to this ** guvying’’ business, when the cur- 
tain fell he remonstrated with the actors then on 
the stage. Levick approached him offensively, and 
asked him if he was reproving him. He (Freeman) 
replied that be was not addressing him particular- 
ly. Levick thereupon made a very offensive re- 
mark, and Freeman said ** You are a gentleman |” 
Levick then struck him in the face and knocked 
him down a short flight of steps.

PROPOSED CONSOLIDATION OF THE TWO 
BODIES NOW IN EXISTENCE. 


A pian has been prepared for the consolida- 
tion of the Iron and Metal Exchange Company, 
limited, and the New-York Iron and Metal Ex- 
change. It is the result of the negotiations between 
committees representing the two bodies. The

THE DRESS ASSOCIATION. 
ITS CREDITORS TO RECEIVE A DIVIDEND OF 
SIXTY PER CENT. 

The manner of the appointment of Mr. 
Freling H. Smith as Receiver of the Co-operative 
Dress Aseociation was brought before the State 
Senate Wednesday in the resolution, submitted by 
Senator Browning and referred to the Judiclary 
Committee, asserting that Mr. Smith was 
not appointed according to law and ask- 
ing an investigation. While any dissatis- 
faction with his selection as Receiver has 
been taking this shape, Mr. Smith has been 
rapidly advancing with his work of winding up the 
affairs of the association, and yesterday morning, 
about three months only from the date of his ap- 
pointment, began paying a dividend to the credit- 
ors of 60 per cent. This will amount to nearly 


$80,000 on all the claims. The authority of the 
court to make this distribution was given on Jan. 
18, and the necessary legal notice expired March 5. 
The Reeeiver was ready to make the payment even 
before that time, if it could have been done reg- 
ularly. The delay since March 5 is due to efforts 
made in the name of a single creditor, upon a 
judgment of $589 23. Mr. Smith was appointed 
upon suits begun in Broekiyn on Deo. 26 and 
28, 1882. It required 20 days to render judg- 
ment. On Dec. 30, this creditor, Danzie Brothers, 
commenced suit in New-York to restrain the Re- 
ceiver from interfering with the property, claim- 
ing that his appointment was irreguiar and void. 
The Receiver met this effort on Jan. 3, 1883, with 
an injunction restraining Danzig Brothers from 
prosecuting their New-York suit. Itis a singular 
fact that this firm's lawyer has testified that since 
that time the plaintiff took no step in his New- 
York suit, and that everything thereafter was done 
by the lawyer without bis elient’s knowledge. The 
client proved his claim betore the Receiver and 
asked for his dividend, but the lawyer kept on 
prosecuting his action, even attemptin¢e to punish 
the Receiver’s attorney for contempt of court in 
applying to the court for leave to pay the dividend. 

A meeting of creditors was held on Saturday 
last, and was largely attended. The aecounts were 

resented. ‘The receipts were stated at $100,000, 
ne po $6,500 deposited to secure an attachment 
which antedated the Receiver’s appointment, and 
about $6,000 paid for the expenses of converting 
the property, chiefly for clerks at the store, duties, 
&c. The debts proved were $127,100, with some 
more to hear from, which may bring the entire 
claims up to $135,000 or $140,000. The tardy ered- 
itors may be paid at the second payment. The 
creditors unanimously adopted a resolution thank- 
ing the Receiver for the promptness and efficiency 
with which be had discharged bis duties. Itis ex- 
ected that a further dividend wil! soon be paid, 
bat its amount cannot be indicated, owing to the 
uncertainty of the remaining assets, Under Mr. 
Smith’s management nothing has been paid to law- 
yers or for fees until tne creditors have first re- 
ceived a dividend.

FOR THE METROPOLITAN MUSEUM. 
LEVI H. WILLARD’S BEQUEST FOR AN ARCHI- 
TECTURAL COLLECTION. 

The will of the late Levi Hale Willard, who 
was a large stockholder in the American Express 
Company, was ‘admitted to probate in the Surro- 
gate’s office yesterday. The testator bequeaths 
$5,000 to his sister, Mary F. Willard, of Schenecta- 
dy, and an annuity of $2,000 to his mother, Mrs. 
Maria Willard, of the same place, together with his 
books, pictures, diamond shirt-button, and other 
articles of personal use. After mentioning some 
minor beguests, he leaves to the Trustees of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art the remainder of his 
estate, to be applied to the purchase of a collec- 
tion of models, easts, photographs, engrayv- 
ings, and other objects illustrative of the 
art and science of architecture, to be kept 


on permanent exbibition im the museum. 
The collection is to be made under the direction 
of a commission chosen by the New-York Chapter 
of the American Institutes of Architects, one mem- 
ber of which shall be the architeet, Napoleon Le 
Brun. The bequest is conditioned on the funds be- 
ing applied solely for the purpose designated, and 
no part thereof to the acquisition of antiquities or 
other objects not strictly relating to architecture, 
constructional or decorative. The expenses at- 
tending the making and arranging of this collec- 
tion, as well as the annuity directed to be paid the 
testator’s mother, may be defrayed from the reve- 
nues of the property bequeathed as received, the 
balance to be added to the principal so long as any 

ortion thereof remains unexpended. In case the 
Frestees decline to accept this bequest on the con- 
ditions prescribed, it will go under like conditions 
tothe Trustees of Columbia College. Alexander 
Holland, of this City, and Robert A. McKizney, of 
Brooklyn, are appointed Executors. The will is 
dated July 25, 1881, and on Nov, 25, 1881, a codicil 
was added to the effect that owing to the increase 
in the value of the estate since the making of the 
will, the bequest to the Trustees of the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art might amount to a larger sum 
than would be required to fully earry out its pro- 
visions. The testator, therefore, directs that only 
so mueh of the bequest be applied to the acqui- 
sition of the architectural collection as may be re- 
quired in the judgment of the commission, its 
members to be the sole judges of its extent and 
the amount to be expended thereon. The remain- 
cer of the bequest, if any, is to be employed in the 
purchase of landscape and genre pictures of the 
modern French school, to be added to the galleries 
of the museum.

7HE REV. WILBUR F. CRAFTS. 


OF HIS CHURCH IN ACCEPTING HIS 
RESIGNATION APPROVED. 

A meeting of Pastors and delegates of Brook- 
lyn Congregational churches was held in the Lee- 
Avenue Congregational Church yesterday after- 
noon to take fina! action upon the resignation of 
the Pastor, the Rev. Wilbur F. Crafts, which nad 
already been accepted by the church. There were 
present the Rev. J. S. Ostraoder, of the Church of 
the Pilgrims; the Rev. G. W. Plack, of the Lewis- 
Avenue Church; the Rey. Dr. H. S. Carpenter and 
Mr. V. L. Tenny, of the Bedford Church: the Rev. 


R. P. Hibbard and Deacon Charies Emmons, of 
the New-England Chureh; Mr. G. A. Bell. of the 
Central Church; Mr. H. H. Van Dyke, of the Clin- 
ton-Avenue Church; the Rev. Dr. J. G. Robertsand 
Mr. W. H. Heath, of the Rochester-Avenue Church; 
the Rev. Dr. Edward Beecher, the Key. Dr. Ed- 
ward P. Gilman, and the Rey. Joseph B. Clark. 
The Council organized with Dr. Carpenter as Mod- 
erator aud Mr. Bell as Scribe. Mr. J. E. Rhodes, 
on behalf of the committee of church members, 
read the minutes of the previous church meetings 
when the resignation of Mr. Crafts had been pre- 
sented and accepted. The Pastor gave as reasons 
for bis resignation, after a pastorate of two years 
and a half, the dissatisfaction in certain circles of 
his congregation regarding the orthodoxy of his 
doctrines. Whenhe assumed charge the church 
was without a doctrine and belonged to no par- 
tioular denomination. He accepted the charge 
upon the condition that it be united with the Con- 
gregational denemination. This was done, but 
certain members were never reconciled to the 
change. Last November, in consequence of this 
dissatisfaction, he tendered his resignation. It 
was not accepted, and the minority left the 
church in a body, over 50 members seceding. This 
withdrawal did not end the opposition. It was 
continued under various forms until the present, 
when the pressure became so strong that the Pas- 
tor presented his resignation again. This time it 
was accepted, both the Pastor and his adherents 
im che church recognizing that this was the only 
means of securing unity intbe parish. When the 
resignation was aceepted the members adopted 
resolutions expressing their “ high approciation of 
their Pastor’s pulpit ability, his faithfulness as a 
Pastor, and his untiring devotion to the cause of 
Christ.” 

Mr. Bell wanted to know what the Council had 
been called for. He had seen by the napers that 
the Pastor had preached his “farewell sermon,” 
and if that was really the ease the Council had bet- 
teradjourn. Mr. Crafts explained that he had re- 
signed conditionally upon the approval of the 
Council, and, after,a little sharp-shooting between 
the delegates, peace was restored for a moment, 
and the body passed to the consideration of the 
next matter of business, which was the admission 
of the Rey. Dr. E. P. Ingersoll, of the Puritan 
Church, as a delegate. By an oversight his name 
had been omitted from the printed invitations, 
and he had not presented the matter to his enurch 
to pass upon and elect a lay delegate. Upon this 
important point nearly balf an hour was con- 
sumed in a discussion, which was joined in by every 
one, and at times beeame quite aerimonious. 
At last one cool-headed individual moved to ad- 
mit the Doctor in spite of technical difficulties. He 
was finally taken in as a corresponding member, 
and unity was restored. When this was accom- 
plished the Council decided unanimously to finish 
the deliberations in privacy, and subsequently a 
committee, eonsisting of Dr. Beecher, Dr. Roberts, 
and Dr. Hibbard, presented a report approving of 
the action of the church in accepting the resigna- 
tion and, “ reeognizing the ability, integrity, and 
Christian faithfulness of the Pastor, recommended 
him to the churches as a faithful, able, and devoted 
minister.”

Elbridge Gerry, Fsq.: 


Drax Sin: An experience of nearly half acentury in 
catering to the amusement and instruction of the 
— ic warrants me in saying that it would be rather 

ate in life for me new to begin to violate the law of the 

land. As President of the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Childrea you have seen fit to criticize 
a performance on the bicycle of several children 
who have in Europe’ enterteined many en- 
lightened audiences. IJ, too, 2am 8& mem- 
ber and Director of the Society for the 
Prevention of Creaity to Children, and am proud to 
add that my wife is Vice-President and life member 
of the same society in Connecticut. You and I, Mr. 
Gerry, have both lectured on this subject before the 
Connecticut Humane Society from the same platform 
and on the same day, and you will not attribute it to 
egotism if I say that I yield noteven to you in affec- 
tion and consideration for children. Millions of the 
little ones and their parents call me, as did 
the late President Garfield. the “Kris Kringle 
of Ameriea.” You urge that the brilliant acts 
on the bicycle by the Elliott family are 
reprehensible and unlawful. and you talk of 
one or two letters (received from silly and ignorant 
people who know nothing about the facts) as corrovo- 
rating your opinion. I feel that the Elliott children 
do nothing that is not healthful, invigorating, and 
within the bounds of law and propriety, and that 
whieh I would rmit my own children or grand- 
children to do. You informed me last Tuesday that 
these children appear remarxably healthy and happy, 
a@ fact easily accounted for by believers in * muscular 
Christianity,” who know that healthful and pleasant 
recreations are always beneficial. 

In order to further satisfy myself tnat 1 was offend- 
ing no law by permitting these children to ride their 
bicycles in the Madison-Square Garden, I requested 
my counsel to witnega the bicycle act of these chil- 
dren, and have been assured by these gentlemen that 
the proceeding is no violation of the iaw in any sense, 
Inasinuch as | have brougnt the Elliott family from 
Portugal and extensively advertised their remarkable 
skill on the bicycle, Ishall not willingly consent to 
pee ge the millions of respectable children and 
families who patronize my “greatest show on earth” 
each season. I therefore respectfully urge that you 
will attend the performance on any voecasion and 

udge for yourself whether the law is violated or not. 

ou will find thatitisa healthy and delightful five- 
minutes’ exercise, which gives the Elliott children as 
much real pleasure as it does all who behold ir. 

If after the exhibition you still feel that it is a mat- 
ter which the legal tribunal should pass upon, I will 
attend with you before any Justice you may select 
and test the question which you have raised. I feel 
sure that you do not desire to be the sole arbiter ina 
case when it would be “cruelty to children” to de- 
prive them of a healthy means of gaining their livell- 

ood and financial independence. If the newspapers 
report you correctly, you talk learnedly of ** hernia” 
and other calamities. of wnich lawyers usually know 
much less than doctors.
